ROSE CONFESSES. 
One of the Bay Center M urderers Tells 
all About It. 
A s to ria (Or.), April 4th.—George F. 
Rose has made a fall confession as to the 
murde^ at Bay Center, Washington, of 
Jeus Frederickson and his wife. Rose 
says: "Edwards and my father, John Rose, 
made it ail up on Wednesday and Thurs­ 
day of the last week in January. Father, 
Gibbons and I crossed to father's ranch, 
where we found that John Edwards had 
it ail made up as to how to do the killing. 
Edwards had a spade hid on the edge of 
the woods near to the cow-trail. Father 
and Edwards went up to Frederickson's 
house to get him to come down and neip 
him to hunt some cattle. After he came 
we went into the woods west of the house 
about half a mile, and walked. Then 
Gibbous said: ‘Look here, Fredericksoc,’ 
and as he turned Gibbons tired, the load of 
his shot-gun striking Frederickson in the 
face. He fell and did not utter a word 
or move a muscle. We buried Frederick- 
son where he fell. 
Before the burial 
father took all the money out of the dead 
man s pocket. 
‘ That was between 9 and 10 o'clock in the 
morning. Father and Edwards then went 
up to Frederickson's house and made some 
excuse to bring Mrs. Frederickson down to 
his house, and when they were near the 
house Edwards raised his rifle and shot her 
through the bead. She dropped and died 
instantly. I helped dig her grave. We 
put the body in face up and scattered loose 
dirt upon it. We agreed that the rain 
would tix everything. Then we made up 
a story to tel! about both starting in a boat 
and being drowned.” 
Rose's examination was held at Bay 
Center yesterday. There was no defense. 
The two Roses, Gibbons and Edwards were 
held on charges of murder in the first de­ 
gree. They will be tried at the Julv term. 
There is intense indignation here, but there 
will be no lynching. 
FRESNO HAPPENINGS. 
A University Student’s Escapade—Return 
of Rem sburg. 
F re s n o . April 4th.—Late yesterday after­ 
noon the dwelling of Wnt. Farrow, at West 
Park colony, with its contents, was burned. 
The loss is $6,000, uninsured. It was a 
severe blow to Farrow, as he is a cripple 
and has a wife and five small children. 
C. W. Remsburg, charged with embez­ 
zling the funds of an insurance company 
for which he was the agent, and arrested 
recently in Olympia, returned this morn­ 
ing in charge of an officer. He gave bonds 
in the sum of $1,000. 
The jury in the case of W. R. Bibby. the 
Depulv School Superintendent, charged 
with forgetv, disagreed, eight being for 
conviction and four for acquittal. 
All the Odd Fellows in Fresno and 
Tulare counties will join in an anniversary 
picnic on the 26th on Kings river, near 
Kingsburg. 
John O Keefe, the son of a San Francisco 
dentist, is in jail here awaiting tria! for 
stealing a diamond pin valued at $150 from 
a barber and giving it to a woman with 
whom he lived as his wife. The father is 
wealthy and put up the money to pay fur 
the pin, but tne barber says he must have 
the pin. The woman refuses to give it up. 
Young O'Keefe is a University student, but 
went to the bad. This is the third consecu­ 
tive charge against him for stealing. He 
served terms in Oakland and San Francisco 
for that charge. 
The Adveuttst camp-meeting began this 
morning. Forty tents were erected and 
all are well filled.

THE QUARRY MEN. 
B elief That the Strikers W ill Gain Their 
Point. 
R o c k lin , April 4th.—There are no new 
developments to-night in the quarrymen’s 
strike. It is reported that all of the quar­ 
ries excepting one at Folsom have g’tven 
the men nine hours. A meeriug of tne 
bosses, many of whom have offices in San 
Francisco, will be held to-morrow, when it 
will be decided whether to give the men 
their demand of nine hours or put in 
"scabs" at ten hours per day. The general 
opinion of the people here is that the men 
will gain their point, as their work is very 
hard,and during the warm weather, which 
is about coming on, the thermometer in the 
hole will average right along from 125: to 
15" . and even with the scantiest of clothes 
the men will be in a dripping perspiration 
from the time they go to work until they 
quit.

April 4th.—Whether the seo 
ond meeting of the San Jose Blood Horse 
Association, commencing to-morrow, wiil 
be very successful or not is hard to deter­ 
mine. The track is in fine order and vert­ 
ías! and there are horses enough, some 
' eighty in •all, to insure good fields, bat 
j udgiug from the many scratches to-night 
for wems on to-morrow’s programme, the 
fields will be very light. 
Some of the leading stables of the State 
are here. Henry Welsh brought down a 
string of ten from Paio Alto, including 
Flambeau, Racine, Muta. Geoffrey. Fear­ 
less and Sinfax. Billy Donathan has 
fifteen from the Hearst stable. Kellv & 
Samuels, W. A, Appleby, D. Miller and F. 
Hazlett nave also representatives which will 
race during the meeting. The Thornton, 
Shippee and Rose stables will not race here 
this spring.

Flambeau will not start at the meeting, 
not having been entered in any of the 
events here, but will race at the San Fran­ 
cisco and Sacramento meetings, so Henry 
Welsh states, and he will run in the Palo 
Alto colors. 
After the Sacramento races 
Flambeau will be turned over to George 
Hearst, who will send him F.ast to 
strengthen his stable there.

Floods, H eavy Rains and Severe W ind­ 
storm s. 
N ew O rle a n s , April 4th.—The heaviest 
rainfall for tne year occurred at Bastrop 
last night. 
All the small streams are 
greatly swollen and several bridges have 
been carried away. The indications point 
to serious inundation of the lower country. 
Advices from Arkansas City state's 
heavy wind-storm prevailed there last 
night, where the houses are flooded to a 
depth ot twelve feet. Two churches and 
three or four residences were blown from 
their foundation. Government boats are 
bringing colored families and their goods 
from tbe opposite side of the river, where 
they had been driven from their homes by 
the flood. Several hundred such refuge's 
are now being housed in a large building 
that has been secured by Captain Toliinger 
of the Government Service for the pur­ 
pose. 
BACKWATER SPREADING. 
G r e e n v ille (Miss.), April 4th. — The 
river here has fallen nearly three inches 
since morning No new break has been 
heard from. The backwater from the east­ 
ern break is spreading fast. 
Planters 
around Huntington are shipping live stock 
to Vicksburg for safety from buffalo gnats, 
as well as from the water. These insects 
are making their appearance in large num­ 
bers and are verv iatal.

W RANGLING 
Lively 
STOCKHOLDER». 
W orld's 
M eeting o f the Chica 
Fair Corporation. 
C h ic a g o , April 4th.—The stockholders of 
the Chicago World's Fair Association, rep­ 
resenting 500 O00 shares of $10, met at Bat­ 
tery D Armory this morning for organiza­ 
tion. An immense crowd was present. As 
fast as the clerks approved the papers, 
showing the bearers or proxies had paid 
the required 2 per cent, upon subscription, 
they received certificates. 
Previous to the meeting printed tickets 
bearing forty names of prominent citizens 
who, it was suggested, were well fitted to 
become Directors of the Association, were 
passed around. It was explained that this 
was merely in the way of a suggestion for 
the benefit of stockholders who had not ac­ 
quainted themselves with the matter or 
lime necessary to make up a good ticket, 
and five blank places were left to be filled 
in. The belief was that the meeting would 
make the Board consist of forty-five mem­ 
bers.But an element of dissatisfaction soon de­ 
veloped. 
Ex-Mayor Harrison moved that the 
number of Directors be increased to sev­ 
enty-five. so that the poor man would se­ 
cure representation on the Board. 
He was followed by Washington Hering, 
who made a great sensation when he 
openly charged star chamber proceedings, 
and that the ticket had been prepared bv 
tbe South Side Street Railway and the 
First National Bank. Foreign nationalities 
had been overlooked. The Germans bad 
been honored with two names, and the 
Irish with one. He deplored the attempt 
to force forty star chamber names on tbe 
city, and seconded Harrison's motion. 
Victor F. Lawson moved an amendment 
that the number of Directors be forty-five. 
A viva voce vote was unsatisfactory, and 
a formal ballot was called for. 
Then some time was consumed by 
speeehes. 
Thomas B. Bryan spoke eloquently on 
the subject of dissensions. He said Chica­ 
go's rivals would gloat over the quarrels of 
this meeting. The whole world would 
know it and the boasted unanimity would 
be widely ridiculed. 
Finaliv thg noise became deafening. A 
hundred stockholders, big and little, 
jumped on their chairs, and all were talk­ 
ing at once. 
Finally, when a vote was taken, it was 
found that the motion to increase the 
Board of Directors to seventy-five was lost, 
54.345 shares being for and 246.444 against it. 
Each of the voters present then prepared 
a list of forty-five names and sent it up. 
When tbe inspection was completed it 
was found that ali forty names ou the first 
printed list were nominated, and many 
more. 
A ballot was then taken for the 
purpose of choosing forty-five of the nom­ 
inees to act as Directors of tbe corporation. 
When all the votes were cast the meeting 
adjourned. 
The count of ballots was finished late to­ 
night. With three notable exceptions, the 
ready-made list of forty names was success­ 
ful. These three were Colonel George R. 
Davis. J. W. Doane and L. Z. Leiter. 
Great surprise is expressed at the defeat 
of ex-Congressmau Davis, who has been 
credited with takiDg a leading part in the 
Washington maneuvers. His friends at­ 
tribute his defeat to the machinations of 
political enemies.

NEW YORK’S POLICE. 


The Legislature W ilt H ave to Choose a 
Governor. 
P ro v ip e n c e . April 4th.—The result of 
the ele’tton in this State yesterday in brief 
is this : There is no election by the people 
of Governor. Lieutenant Governor, Secre­ 
tary of State, Attorney-General or Treas­ 
urer. Tbe elections are thrown into the 
Legislature, which stands thus : Necessary 
for choice in the grand committee. 55: Re- 
publieaus elected. 45; Democrats elected. 
36; members to be elected, 27. Therefore, 
the control ot the State will be decided at 
the second election, to be held within ten 
days. The unofficial vote for Governor 
shows 19.217 for Ladd ¡Rep.), 20 667 for 
Davis (Dem.j, ¡.767 for Lurry ¡Pro.), and 
73s for Chase Union!. Davis lacks 1,091 
votes of an election. The vote for Attorney- 
Geueral was: Rogers Rep.1, IS936: Slo­ 
cum (Dcol), 20,124; Blodgett (Pro.), 1,837. 
Slocum lacks 719 of an election. The votes 
for the other general officers stood in about 
the same ratio the figutes being slightly 
less.There are many surprises in the election 
under the ballot-reforin law. and the result 
will be mixed delegations from several 
cities and towns. Nearly everybody, how­ 
ever, is of the opinion that the law is a 
success, and it ts disliked only by these in­ 
dividuals who either wish to buy or sell 
votes. The large total vote cast—42.424 — 
effectually disposes of the sensational re­ 
ports that illiterate votes were shut out by 
the provisions of the law. Ail classes 
praise the system. 
Tbe official count in Newport reveals the 
fact that there is no election for the First 
Representative or the Fourth. This makes 
twenty-eight members of the Assembly to 
be elected. Of these the Republicans need 
ten, with the sitting Lieutenant-Governor. 
The Democrats nefd nineteen to secure 
control of the General Committee Assem­ 
bly, which elects the State officers. 
THE OLD LAW. 
N e w p o rt (R. I.), April 4th.—The sup­ 
plementary election here to-morrow wifi 
be under the old voting system. The law 
enacted last week making the new ballot 
law apply to supplementary elections 
reached the Secretary of State too late.

SPRING RACING. 


The Story Concerning Him Given to the 
Public. 
A lb e r t L e a (Minn.), April 4th.—The 
facts in the case of Homer Brown of this 
city, lately of Seattle, Wash., which has at­ 
tracted so much attention of late, have at 
last been made public In 1S56, while liv 
ing at Sioux City, Iowa, he entered 140 
acres of land there, mortgaged it and dis­ 
appeared, being insane. The mortgagee 
sold the land and subsequently Brown 
turned up. His brother. H. D. Brown 
ot this city, took hold of the case and suc­ 
ceeded in petting tbe foreclosure set asi ie 
on account oi his brother's insanity, and 
the land was sold for quite a sunt. This 
money is on deposit in the bank of H. I), 
Brown & Co. of this city, and the interest 
on it is applied to the ‘.support of Homer 
Brown, who has no family and is unques­ 
tionably insane he is now here at’ the 
residence of H. D. Brown, being cared for 
and wholly unrestrained of his liberty. 


NICARAGUA CANAL. 


It is Charged with Beiug Corrupt, and 
Even Crim inal. 
N ew Y o rk , April 4 th —The Senate com­ 
mittee to investigate the cities of this State, 
and which recently probed the Sheriff's of­ 
fice, will to-nnrrow be called upon by men 
of the Central Labor Union. They will 
present the investigators with a formidable 
document, which alleges that the police de­ 
partment is "a menace and a disgrace to 
the city.” Tbe force, as a body, is charac­ 
terized’ as "dishonest, brutal! and even 
criminal.'’ It is charged with having re­ 
duced the art of blackmailing to a science : 
has maintained a system of terrorism over 
certain classes; exerted itself in the inter­ 
ests of certain candidates; established a 
system of espionage over respectable citi­ 
zens. “for no other purpose than to prose­ 
cute them should they offend the powers 
tnat be.” 
“It is a matter of common notoriety,” 
continues tbe document, “that the police 
officiais regularly levy tribute on every im­ 
moral den in the city, and the outcasts who 
walk tbe streets pay toll for plying their de­ 
grading vocations. Saloon-keepers are com­ 
pelled to pay for police protection, and 
every gambling den in the city pays for the 
privilege of existence."

Buried In a Tunnel. 
S anta P aula, April 4th.—An explosion 
occurred in the oil tunnel at Adams Can- 


A Channel and Harbor to be Dredged at 
Graytown. 
N ew Y o rk , April 4th.—The Nicaragua 
Canal Construction Company has just con­ 
tracted for dredging a channel and harbor 
at Greytown to a depth of twenty feet, 
work to begin within forty-five days’. This 
is for the purposeof transporting machinery 
and plants for canal work, and to discharge 
them at the docks instead of transposing 
them seventeen miles by railroad front 
Greytown. The rock-cut contracts for the 
work are to begin immediately. The con­ 
tractor and assistants sail for Greytown 
April 29th. A railroad is necessary to 
carry in the contractor's plant and remove 
the excavated material. The latest advices 
from Nicaragua report good progress on 
the pier and pipe line of thirteen miles to 
convey fresh water from the mountains to 
Greytown. 


M aryland Dem ocrats Say They are Tired 
of H is Ilute. 
C h icag o , April 4th —A special from 
Washington says: Senator Gorman, who 
lias been the boss of the Maryland Bour­ 
bons and Confederates for many years, and 
who has run the politics of that State and 
especially the city of Baltimore, with a 
high hand, is to walk the plank, politically 
speaking. 
The Baltimore Sun, which has for more 
than a quarter of a century been the organ 
of the ring Democracy of that State, as rep­ 
resented by Gorman, created a sensation 
by coming ont in double leads and de­ 
manding the retirement of "the politicians 
who have so long lived oil' the public and 
who have rotated in office” ever since Gor­ 
man has had control. 
The action of the Sun is the result of a 
demand on the part ot the Gorman Demo­ 
crats that ex-Congreesman ComptoD, who 
was the other day ousted from a seat in the 
House, shall be appointed Treasurer of the 
State to succeed Archer, the defaulter. The 
Sun. as well as the leading intelligent Dem­ 
ocrats of Maryland, say that unless Gor­ 
man and his followers are thrown over­ 
board and the party immediately reorgan­ 
ized, the organization will be relegated to 
tbe rear forever. The Sun demands new 
blood in tbe organization of the State and 
the retirement ot Gorman from Maryland 
politics.

SOUTH AMERICAN RECIPROCITY 
A Revolution of the Tariff Question 
Lsoked For. 
W a s h in g to n , April 4th.—Tbe Star to­ 
night says: The publication of the scheme 
for developing reciprocity with South 
American countries as the result of the 
Pan-American Congress, which has been 
in session in Washington during the past 
winter, has precipitated a revolution of the 
plan, which is now beiug talked of in the 
House and Senate, by which the Pan- 
American Congress is expected to solve 
one of the chitf difficulties of the Repub­ 
lican party in the discussion of the tariff 
question. The American delegates to the 
Congress have been sounding the mem­ 
bers of the Senate recently to learn as 
far as possible what reception the Re­ 
ciprocity Treaty would receive at the hands 
oí the Senate. The result has been alto­ 
gether favorable, and as a consequence 
the Republican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee, before handing in the 
bills prepared by them, restored the duty 
which they had originally agreed to place 
on hides, but which the New England 
members had persuaded them to remove 
Since the bill was announced it has been 
freely predicted that New England Repub­ 
licans would not vote for it in its present 
form, and the confidence of the majority 
of the Ways and Means Committee that 
they would has created a surprise. It is 
now developed that, so far as can be 
learned on unofficial authority, an under­ 
standing has been had with Mr. Blaine by 
which tne President, at the request of the 
State Department, will recommend to the 
Senate a treaty of reciprocity with the 
Argentine Republic and any other South 
American country which may wish to 
negotiate such a treaty. In fact, it is not at 
all certain that a treaty with the Argentine 
Republic may not have been negotiated be­ 
fore this, and that it is not ready for trans­ 
mittal to the Senate whenever Mr. Blaine 
may consider the subject ripe. New Eng­ 
land Congressmen say the negotiation and 
ratification of such a treaty would be a 
complete offset to the duty which has been 
placed on hides in the McKinley bill, and 
that it would mean practically free wool. 
Leading members of the Senate Committee 
on Fiuance, before whom this proposition 
was laid by a reporter, said that if agreed 
to it would undoubtedly answer all of the 
objections to McKialev's bill which couid 
possibly be raised by New England people.

LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 
an In- 
The H ouse Com m ittee Suggested 
vestigating Com m ittee. 
W ashington, April 4th.—J. D. Tayior. 
from the Committee on Alcoholic Liquor 
Traffic, to-day reported to the House a bill 
agreed by the committee, providing for the 
appointment ot an Alcoholic Liquor Traffic 
Commission. The report of the committee 
says that a large portion of the people for a 
long time have desired an honest, impartial 
and thorough investigation of the liquor 
traffic and ali its phases. Reference is 
made to the inquiries by similar Commis­ 
sions in England, which had remarkable 
results and warrant further investigations. 
Reports from domestic sources indicate 
that the liquor traffic causes four-fifths of 
all the crime committed, wastes one-half of 
the taxation, causes the expenditure of 
$S00 00O per year in drink, incapacitates 
mentally and physically 500,000 people for 
labor and business, causes three-fourths of 
the pauperism of the couutry, is responsible 
for a fearful increase in insanity and imbe­ 
cility and doe3 no good to anybody. On 
the other haDd, these statements are de­ 
nied and pronounced to be hallucinations 
of diseased brains, “And, therefore,” says 
the report, “let us have an investigation 
and let the world know the truth or falsity 
of these assertions.” 
Quinn presented a minority report. In 
opposition, he savs that under the terms 
of the bill, while the Commissioners shall 
not belong to the same political party, thev 
may ali be Prohibitionists. The majority 
concede that Congress has no power to reg’- 
nlate the liquor traffic in States, and it is 
therefore a novel proposition that it shall 
investigate the subject without possessing 
the power to carry out, by legislation, the 
recommendations made by the Commis­ 
sion. Quinn maintains that there is no 
information on the subject that has not al­ 
ready been publishea. It has been agi­ 
tated and discussed for forty years, and it 
is an insult to their ability and intelligence 
to say that they are not informed upon the 
subject, and this Commission cannot in 
two years give them what they do not al­ 
ready know. In conclusion, Quinn says 
that undoubtedly the biil is one of those 
numerous measures originating outside of 
Congress under the pretense of great public 
benefit, the real purpose of which is per­ 
sonal advancement and selfish interests. 
The bill is intended to infringe upon the 
rights of tbe people, and is un-American in 
its character.

Expert Brown Criticises tlie Ad Vrff >rem 
Schedule. 
Y> ashington, April 4th.—Opposition to 
the proposed cut in the sugar schedule 
const? in from various sources to-day. 
K- A. Brown of Massachusetts, the 
noted sugar-tariff expert, addressed a strong 
letter to McKinley and members of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and to Sen- , 
ator Allison of the Senate Finance Com- : 
mittee. and to Congress ut large, in 
which he criticises the "vagaries of the ad 
valorem sugar tariff schedule” proposed 
by the Republican majority of the com­ 
mittee. Brown claims that the classifica­ 
tions in the present sugar tariff are reason­ 
ably correct and that the raising of the 
color line from thirteen to sixteen is 
playing it into the hands of the 
foreign producers of sugar and Amer­ 
ican refiners as weil as to the sugar 
trust people. He also claims that under 
the ptoposed ad valorem schedule, low 
grade of raw tugar will not be sent to 
market, but will be worked into higher 
grades and, therefore, the poorer classes 
wiil be deprived of cheap, pure, refined 
sugar, and be compelled to buy expensive 
refined sugar or put up with yellow refined 
Siigar. doctored with glucose’. He further 
claims that the ad valorem bill will in­ 
crease false invoicing and undervaluation 
frauds, and that a European war. a short 
foreign sugar crop or other untoward 
event may, at any time, doubie or triple 
the foreign cost of angar, and doubie or 
triple the duty. 
Sugar, he says, costs most when protec­ 
tion 13 greatest, anti—vice versa—the ¡east 
when it is the least protected. But the re­ 
finers-and the sugar trust people can oper­ 
ate witn free sugar as readily as with dutia­ 
ble sugar, and regulate their output to suit 
theiuielve* in eitiier cane or brown. 
In his letters he compares tbe corn crops 
of the West, wr.ich averaged only $> 93 
per acre in 1887, to the sugar-beet-root 
crops, which uveraged $67 50 ptr acre tne 
saíne year, and shows by official figures 
that the consumption of imported ano do­ 
mestic sugar in this country for the fiscal 
year ending June 30,1S89, was 57.16 pounds 
per capita, of which tnere was produced in 
tbe United States 14 16 per cent. 
The ad vaiorem sugar schedule, he char­ 
acterized as a bill to increase under-valua­ 
tion frauds, aud encouraged the sugar mo­ 
nopolists at home and abroad to destroy 
our sugar industries, oppress consumers, 
and perpetrate direct internal revenue tax­ 
ation.

The 
prohibition sentiment, the majority ot 
them thought, was as strong as ever, and 
several of the gentlemen named ascribed 
the revolution at the last election to the 
railway question more than anything else. 
Congressman Hayes, the only Democrat 
from Iowa says: “As the Republicans 
control the Senate and can block the House, 
I think nothing will be done. I don’t 
think the law will be repealed, but it is 
possible that some of the Republicans may, 
through public sentiment, join the Dem­ 
ocrats in a striugent license law. The 
present prohibitory system is not sus­ 
tained by a majority of the people 
and nevtr was. It is an absolute failure to 
accomplish any good, and the positive evils 
flowing from it have caused the feeling to 
be greatly against it.” 
The W orld’s Fair. 
W a s h in g to n , April 4th.—The Senate 
Committee on the World's Fair considered 
the World's Fair bill as it came from the 
House. An objection was made by Chair­ 
man Hancock of New York that the com­ 
mittee was not informed as to the quality 
of $5.000.000 subscriptions to the World's 
Fair stock at Chicago.

Q u e e n s t o w n . April 4th.—There is 
scarcely any doubt that but tor the acci­ 
dent to the City of Paris the new White 
Star liner Majestic, which left here to-day, 
would have tried hard to lower the west! 
ward record on her initial trip. She has 
the benefit of all the defects found in the 
City of New York, City of Paris and Teu­ 
tonic. When she left the builders' hands 
she was supposed to be the best possible 
model of an ccean racer and capable of 
lowering the City of Paris’ fast time with 
ease.The Majestic crossed the Liverpool bar 
at exactly 7:40 o'clock last night and ar­ 
rived here to-day at 7:40 a . m .. making the 
voyage in precisely twelve hours, at an 
average speed of eighteen knots an hour, 
the maximum speed being nineteen knots. 
This shows that in the passage down the 
channel the steamer was not pushed to 
anything like her capacity. From the 
time the machinery was sia’rted it worked 
smoothly, the eutire time with elasticity 
and no vibration whatever. The three- 
bladed propeller is considered a great suc­ 
cess. It catches a good grip of the water 
and is much superior to the Teutonic s- 
four-bladed propeller. 
The Majestic saiied for New York pre­ 
cisely at 2:25 o'clock this afternoon. You 
may look out for the Majestic at Fire 
island next Wednesday night.

IS THE "TEMPTATION OF CHEIST" A 
MYTH? 


B r ie f Survey o f tb e P osit Ion o f L ead ­

Rev. W. C. Merrill preached a sermon on 
the tem ptation of Cmist, at the Congrega­ 
tional Church, on March 23d, which has 
been widely commented upon and which 
we hare been requested by several persons 
to publish in full. Tbe Scripture lesson 
was the account of the tem ptation as re­ 
corded in the Gospel of Luke. The text 
was from Heb., iv., 15: "F or we have no: 
a High Priest that cannot be touched with 
the feeling of cur infirmities; but was 
tem pted in all points like as we are yet 
w ithout sin.” 
Mr. Merriil said: 


Several m onths ago the clergym en of this 
city received a courteous note from 'h e m anag­ 
ing editor of the R ecord-Usio n, inviting them 
to furnish brief abstracts of th eir serm ons for 
publication on Monday m ornings. 
A lthough 
appreciating this courtesy, it is not easy for the 
busy pastor, having three or f ur services and 
o tten a uueral ou Sunday, to com ply. Local 
liberalism , however, has availed of the oppor­ 
tu n ity to gain a w ider hearing. Content lor a 
tim e w ith legitim ate work it has gradually 
gained courage to ventilate views that are not 
C hristian. 
Numerous statem ents have been 
p u blished- w hich are squarely on agnostic 
ground. 
Theoretical agnosticism is practical 
atheism . It does not m atter th at m uch rhetoric 
is used to m aintain a halo of C hristianity: the 
statem ents th at have been freely m ade con­ 
fining religion closely to the hum an reason are 
unqualified, and, to the initiated, have no 
double m eaning. 
If this were all, however, no 
o n e need turn aside fo ra m om ent to consider 
it; bu*, in addition to plain denials of all super- 
uatu ra.ism in religion, persistent attack has 
been m ade of late uj>on the orthodox faith. 
T h e attack is m ade on the grounds of an un­ 
qualified .iberalism , w hile most ol the honored 
nam es quoted as lending respectabil tv to it are 
U nitarians, more or less conservative, while 
th re e or four of the distinguished m en were 
actu ally m em bers of the orthodox church. 
No 
argum ents are produced: the calm assum ption 
o f dogm atic superiority is supposed to sustain 
a ll assertions. 
T he tru th is th at there are no facts of science 
u p to this tim e w hich have taken these ques­ 
tions ol revelation out ot the hands o! Biblical 
interpreters, and Germ any is sti:l tbe great field 
o f Biblical interpretation’ W hile the greatest 
m inds in Germ any are stirred as they have not 
b een s tim d for five and twenty years w hile 
f.ne m ajority of these great thiukVrs are still 
conservative or m odeiately liberal, as the fact 
Is. it is not the m ark of a great m ind for m ere 
onlookers here in Am erica to hurl such term s as 
“ loose thinkers," “ uaeniighteated” and the like 
a t them . 
On Moudav we were told th at the tem ptation 
is but an 
'anciently recorded m yth, "w h o se 
“ authority bas ceased to control the thoughts of 
m en .”

pap u lar education has m ade readers and th in k ­ 
e rs in every rank, and ih s last results of science 
an d reason percolate to the very bottom of so­ 
ciety ” 
Revelation is not necessary to religion, but 
“ Religion is a m atter of experience.” 
“ We 
are Christians by inheritance and tradition,’"etc. 
I am sure th at I do no injustice In bringing 
these fragm ents together. 1 use them in a kindlv 
spirit, not io m ake an attack upon liberalism , 
b u t to show th at this liberalism w hich seeks to 
unsettle tbe faith of m en in all revealed religion 
is unseholarly, and therefore untrustw oithy. 
T here is a scholarly liberalism w hich is seeking 
to determ ine, as closely as possible, the hum an 
an d divine elem ents in Scripture which all m en 
can respect. There is also an unseholarly skep­ 
ticism w hich denies the possibility of revelation 
w hile it seeks to veil in mist the goal of atheism 
to.w hich it logically tends. 
Take, first, the two sentences, in one of w hich 
“ The tem ptation is called a “iegeud." while in 
th e other it is denom inated a "m yth." 
The 
utterances show total unfam U iarity w ith the 
■German schools of liberal criticism , both of the 
past and the present. 
Myth and legend are not 
synonym ous terras. The m yth has its origin in 
th e im r.ginttiou; the legend has a basis of fact. 
T he m yths of the Norse god Wodiu have no 
foundation In fact: the legends of St. Francis 
D‘Assisi gather about the person of th at illus­ 
trious m an 
It the tem ptation of Christ be a 
m yth it cannot tar a legend. 
It is a weil-knowu 
fact that tbe m ythical theory of Strauss was de- 
m oii-hed by the legendary theory adopted by 
R enan, purely, it one is to throw such term’s 
as "superstition” and 
-loose thinking” he 
should be fam iliar w ith at least the order of 
succession ol the great periods of Germ an criti 
cism kno .cn to any ju n io r in our theological 
sem inaries as the natural, m ythical, tegendarv 
au d historical or hisiorieo-natural schools o’f 
criticism . 
Notice next the assum ption th at this diffusion 
of knowledge is enabling the masses to-dav to 
d e ttn n iu e 
these 
questions 
for them selves. 
N othing could lie more superficial 
Nothing 
cou d show more clearly the suprem e egotism 
th a t so clearly fails to grasp the profound prin­ 
ciples w hich underlie Jthese questions that 
have so long agitated Germ an thought. Tbe 
latest results of science do not help the masses 
in the least to determ ine these grea. questions. 
T hey are but the data w hich the historians and 
philosophers of the world use as a part of the 
subject m atter in the great debate 
As between 
s tentist* and theologians, the investigator who 
discovers a great scientific fact is the very last 
ii.».a to say what bearing it is to have on the 
t: eologica! questions m the day. 
He is a 
»c cutist. n< t a ther 1 .,i n 
-et us not m ake m e m istake of assumiDg 
l it the diffus’on of knowledge renders the 
ti 
rage m ind more fit to discrim inate between 
t: 
great fundam ental truths of science and 
i ..ilosophy. You m ight teach all the youth o: 
fcacrameuio to cut bolts and turn grindstones; 
you would not nave a city ol m echanics, if one 
High school graduate is not fitted to handle the 
g reat tacts cf m etaphysics a m inion of them do 
n o t help the m atter. 
Popular education Is do­ 
in g well its work, but it is not t;erm au Univer­ 
sity work, and it does not belp nan by one iota 
to act as um pire lietween a K rim and a Weiss 
in a great intellectual coul»--: in Gcrmanv. 
O nly m inds trained in tbe prim , itso f psychol­ 
ogy and profoundly lam idar w .ih the law s of 
th ought can decide between intellectual giants. 
lak e a m an even of the inte, igeuce of Col­ 
on el lugersoll, and how thorough is his fam ili­ 
arity w ith the scholarship ol 
hese questions ’ 
In his most popular lecture. “ W. at Shall I Do 
to be Saved ?’ he Claims th at » .- know nothing 
definite in regard to the Gospels, because we 
have only the Greek and Eugiis.h copies, while 
th e Disciples were all Jew s and wrote in He­ 
brew . 
Any Sunday-school teacher kuows that 
w ith the exception of one Gospel, w hich was 
w ritten iu the Aramaic d ia le c . the entire New 
Testam ent is original m < > rv k. while the ad­ 
vanced ihtrrd criticism c la ir.s th at all were 
w ritten ¡u Greek and go back for th eir author­ 
ity to an original logia w ritten iu Aramaic. 
Such ignorance i- unpardonable: were anv 
preacher guilty ot it he would tie driven from 
his pulpit, and yet thousands o f liberals sw al­ 
low it w ithout a grim ace. Surely it takes more 
th a n the 
percom 'ions" of scientific facts to en­ 
able the masses to argue questions that have oc­ 
cupied the best m inds of Germ any for genera- 
t:ous. w ith the liberal claim s still unsettled 
even in the estim ation of the critics them selves. 
Turn now to the statem ent that: "R eligion is 
« m atter o f experience.” This is a curious dis­ 
covery. 
It would surely astound the theo­ 
logians of Harvard. 
Kmerson said in his raph- 
sody over Plato: "A ll philosophy could nestle 
iu the brain of Plato and think from thence." 
It seems cow th at ail religion m ay nestle iu the 
experience of some m odern Piato. 
A m an mav 
“ experience religion." es they say. and if the 
“ experience" be nil the religion he has we can 
now account for cam p-m eeting back sliders, but 
we canuot account fir religion. 
At th e nsk 
o f bringing Herbert Spencer to the judgm ent- 
b ar of local liberalism . I must quote from bis 
"F irst 
Principles 
of Philosophy," page 17: 
"R eligion 
iu all its forms is distinguished 
from everything else in this, th at its subject 
m atter is th at w hich passes the sphere ol ex ­ 
perience." 
Now since liberalism w ill not adm it 
w ith orthodoxy that an apprehension of God is 
an orig.ual datum of consciousness it would 
just as little accept the statem ent th at if we are 
to have any well-defined know ledge of God. it 
m ust be through a special revelation; th at is. it 
we are to have any satisfying religious faith it 
m ust come from above and, therefore, be super­ 
n atural. We get a little sm attering of philoso­ 
phy w hich seeks to give tru e position to reason 
(by w hich we reaii; mear, reasoning), and under 
s u inflated scute of tbe im portance of our in ­ 
div id u al reason we dec lare th at we will have to 
do w ith nothing th at transcends our reason. 
W hen Mr. Spencer trips us up with the assertion 
th a t “ philosophy, it it does not avowedly stand 
on 
some 
datum 
underlying reason 
m ust 
acknow ledge that it lias nothing on which to 
stand. ’ 
Men talk about "assailing the reason" 
an d then, taking refuge in experience, seek to 
ignore all the facts w hich condition experience. 
Reason will not be greatly devciO|>ed under 
such weak assaults. 
The trouble w ith too 
m uch of our m odem liberalism is th at it is 
alioat on a 6horeiess sea. and so it m atters not 
w hether it have rudder or compass. 
A con­ 
sistent philosophical, liberal C hristianity ex ­ 
ists to-day. 
It nas creeds, but they ate an ex ­ 
pression of its faith, they are not the conditions 
o t salvation. It is a rational faith and stands 
firm ly on grounds of reason. Jt has no quarrel 
w ith science but it does not ask reason io e x ­ 
plain fac:* w hich are clearly spr.reheuded iu 
eouseienceuess.but which.beihg infinite, pass far 
beyond the bounds ol consciousness and tran ­ 
scend litimon reasoning. 
It Is a faith which 
agrees w ith Mr. Spencer w hen he says. "Those 
w ho think th a t science is dissipating religious 
beliefs and soat'm euts seem m ’aw are 
that 
w hatever of mystery i« t -ken from the old in- 
t-rpretarion is added to the new ." 
And when 
th e great philosopher 
asserts, 
"th e 
truth, 
nam ely, th at the power w hich m anifests itself 
in consciousness is but a differently conditioned 
form of the pow tr which manliest* i'seif be­ 
yond consciousness.” with the statem ent that, 
• “ t! ‘veneration and gratitude’ are due at ail, 
they are due to the ultimate cause from which 
humanity, individually and as a whole, in com­ 
mon with al things, has sprung," it claims that 
here it has a ground in reason for claiming 
Communion with that ultimate cause: that it . 
has ground iu reason to believe that if th e ' 


inner 
consciousness be a personality the 
outer 
consciousness 
m ay most 
reasonably 
be 
a 
personality, 
and 
since it, a .e id- 
ing to 
science, 
i5 a 
re a re d personality 
a revelation is not only possible in reason but 
most reasonably probable. 
Iu short, never was 
revested religion so reasonable as it is to-day in 
face ot the last dictum of positive science. 
Modern agnosticism and all theology ancient 
an 1 o ni'.ern et last stand side by side in this 
agreem ent: " IVe can apprehend God but we 
cannot com prehend him .' 
The agnosticism of 
Paul at Areopagus is the agnosticism of H erbert 
Spencer otf his guard. A very great m an once 
said: "in my head 1 am a phi osopher but in 
mv heart I am a C hristian.” Ail that he needed 
to'do was to drop the term inology ot philosophy 
and utter the sim ple language of the heart. 
A few words more. 
Notice the statem e.it that 
"w e are Christians by inheritance and trad i­ 
tion,” w ith a botanical illustration throw n in to 
witness for the whole m aterialistic trend of tl.is 
thought. Being Christians by inheritance and 
denying Christ savors very m uch of treasuring 
the spices cast aw ay by Mary w hen she r-.cog- 
on ¡zed her risen Lord. The second generation 
w ill not be religious by inheritance and the 
Fanctity of the past. T hat is the veriest non­ 
sense. T hat is putting out the sun and lighiiug 
your houses w ith bottled moousbine. 
You mav 
ueceive yourself for a tim e, but the illusion w ill 
vanish w hen the first gas bill arrives. When the 
sun is gone, celestial light is gone; the gas m eter 
is come, and you m ust m ake the best of it. 
Being Christians by inheritance is a pretty thing 
to say, but w hen the fiowers have been blighted 
you w ill ere long discover som ething very sus­ 
picious about the periunie 
Blot out Christ as 
a revelation of the FEther, and philosophy will 
m ake quick work ot the Fatherhood. 
Men 
m ay not 
set 
out 
ou 
lines 
of 
thought 
that 
practically 
annihilate 
responsibility; 
shroud the grave in the b aekness of despair, 
and then dooge the issue by taking reroge in 
the sacred m em ories of their ancestors and the 
holy associations of the past. 
The speaker then went on to show the logical 
developm ent of G ennauilines of thought—how 
the Tuebingen school of Bauer, the most de­ 
structive scnool w ith which orthodoxy had to 
contend, has abandoned its extrem e position, 
and exists iu the m oderate liberal interpreta­ 
tion of Ritschl, Haruac-k and the like. 
He 
quoted the words of Ritschl, showing th at tbe 
m ost powerfully destructive of all tne schools 
of German criticism still adhere to revealed re­ 
ligion: "God gave His approval to the work of 
Christ oy raising him from the dead. The love 
of Gcd is kuow u only as m ediated by Christ." 
He quoted the words of H aruack, the new Pro­ 
fessor at Berlin, acknowledged since the death 
of Ritschl to be the greatesl interpreter of 
th e Tuebingen school, and the greatest living 
cnurch historian: “ Let us seek for truth. W hat 
is best is found in the Gospel. Not in w hat 
philosophy 
has m ade of this Gospel, but 
In 
the 
Gospel 
as 
the 
w otd 
of 
the 
Lord. 
It 
m ay 
seem 
as 
if 
evangelical 
faith were no longer the basis of m odern con­ 
viction. But look deeper and you will find it 
so.' 
These are the words w ith w hich he 
opened his first lecture in the greatest univer­ 
sity on earth. They are both m en whom the 
author of "i-obert Llsm ere” cites as "advanced 
criticism .” 
He next alluded to the distinguished Professor 
Weiss, of Berlin, iu these words: "Of the 900 
students in theology m any are draw n to the 
great university by his scholarship alone. 
A t 
the opening of his lectures on the Life of 
Jesus,’ a year ago, he said: First of all. hearty 
greetings I The supposition that tbe church of 
God 
can 
be built up by speculation 
or 
by 
m eans 
of 
dogm atic 
form ulas 
m ust 
be abandoned 
iu 
tnis 
age of fact. 
Our 
theology m ust be a theology of fact. The essen­ 
tial tact is th at the love of God was m ani­ 
fested in Jesus Christ, and that through his 
death he redeem ed the world. Your faith can­ 
not vest in hum an wisdom: it m ust rest on 
facts—chiefly ou the one great fact that in 
Christ we have peace, power and salvation." 
Iu the same lecture, in answ er to an objec­ 
tion irorn the wotks of Strauss ne said: "M en 
would have us believe that, in order to save the 
moral doctrines of Cnrist. His disciples stole 
H is body and then proclaim ed that he had 
risen lrom the dead. Hero- is the glaring con­ 
tradiction of robbing the disciples of m oral.ty 
and then sending them forth as the promoters 
of m orality. Gentlem en, a m oral force is re­ 
quired to reform the w orld." 
He would agree 
w ith the great liberal, DeWette: "A lthough 
the m anner and the m eans of the resurrection 
of Christ is involved in im penetrable mystery, 
the fact itselt can no more be questioned 
thau the m urdet of Ctesar.” 
lh e speaker 
then 
dem anded: 
How 
can 
a 
Weiss 
and a H arnack thus indorse 
the 
m iracle 
of 
Christ’s 
resurrection 
and 
yet 
hun­ 
dreds of hard-headed Germans, who 
have 
had nine years iu the Germ an gym nasium , 
equal to our best University, do not shout "su­ 
perstition" and “ignorante'.’" 
I w ill tell you 
why. Because w hen we proclaim th at m iracle 
is impossible we deny the m iracles of the crea­ 
tion of m atter, of life and of m oral conscious­ 
ness; we roa ourselves ot a loving Providence, 
and take refuge in a philosophy whose logical 
conclusion is possible and probable annihilation. 
The»; thousands of Germ an students, by Tar 
the 
larger 
proportion 
of whom 
seek the 
conservative 
instead 
of 
the 
liberal 
lec- 
ture-rooins of tbe Germ an Universities, are 
quite 
accustom ed 
to 
"assail the re-.sou." 
but they are not 
accustom ed 
to set 
out 
w ith premises w hich eud logically iu Athe sm 
or at best m Deism, and iheñ try" to keep in 
track w ith Christianity by dressing up in the 
old clothes of their Christian ancestors. They 
are not so illogical as to consign their children 
and their pet anim als to the same drearv tomb, 
and yet read over them w ith breaking hearts 
and flowing tears, “I am tbe resurrection and 
tbe lile." 
W henever any m an tells us that re­ 
vealed religion has a dim inished following in 
Germ any to-day, and th a t these questions are 
practically settled in favor of a barren n atu ral­ 
ism, he is either speaking out of his own ignor­ 
ance, or he is presum ing upon ours. 
Liberal­ 
ism, w herever it has m ade a gain, has m ade it 
by conceding its radical positions and adm it­ 
ting the greater facts of revealed religion. 
The u ltra position of denying all m iracles has 
a com paratively m eager following am ong the 
great scholars of the day. They know too w ell 
the conclusions that are Involved. 
And be sure 
the conservative and 
m oderate-liberal m en 
who draw the cool-bloode 1 students of Germ any 
into th eir lecture-rooms by hundreds do not 
sustain them selves in th eir seats of power with 
out appeal to reason and to ihe h aid intellect­ 
ual realities of life. The:» Is only one hope for 
liberal Christianity iu the future, and that is 
Christianity; 
when its followers tu in 
their 
swords upon C hristianity they are com m itting 
suicide. 
In speaking of the m iraculous in Christ’s 
tem ptation, the speaker said: Of course if 
there is no personal G o d .th -re Is no personal 
devil. 
But it we adm it a principle of goodness 
w ith w hich we seek a harm ony, we m ust also 
adm it a principle of evil w ith w hich we are at 
w arfare. The fact ren. • us. it m atters little 
how we represent it. Th- act of evh 1 recog­ 
nize in experiei.ee. Is it ot mi 
or w ithout 
m t" Am I beset by a devil, or am I a devil? 
To me the more reasonable assum ption is that 
there is a power th at works for unrighteousness, 
not ourselves, as surely as there is “ a som ething 
not ourselves that works for righteousness.” 
This it is which was m iraculous in the tem pta­ 
tion of our Lord. He was not spirited aw ay by 
tbe conventional fiend w itb hoots and horns 
and pinions to some m ountain top. from which 
he could see all the kingdom s of the earth; the 
figure is co intense that its figurative character 
is evident. But Christ was sin e-s; he had not 
a sinfull nature; the tem ptation cam e from a 
spiritual presence of evil v hoilv outside of self, 
and thus 
was 
differentiated’ from natural 
tem ptation, which has always some conditions 
in a hum an sinfulness. 
Iu speaking again of m iracle, he said : Sei- 
euce does not to-aay claim m iracle impossible: 
60 says Prof. Tyndall. Science sim ply refuses 
to incorporate m iracle into its svstem. Science 
to be system atic m ust deal w ith natural law 
and must stand on continuity of force. Miracle 
is a break in this continuity. 
In the creation 
of m atter and o» lile science is com ceiled to 
adm it two such breaks and hence does not say 
that m iracle is impossible. To exp'&in these 
m iracle^ away Is atheism . 
La Place did not 
say. "T here is no God:” he said, “ I cannot find 
him w ith my telescope, and so have no use for 
him in my system. 
In closing, the speaker said: W hen our great 
poet, Bryant, was in his sixty-fourth vear, as 
he sat iu the sick room iu Italy, w atching bv the 
tiedside of one dearer thau self, he renounced 
lo rev erlh e cold faith of natural religion 
He 
sent for a clergym an friend and told hhn 
his wishes, “ and. says his biographer, "on one 
heavenly Sabbath day a oom panv of seven 
persons, in his own quiet room, celebrated to­ 
gether the supper of our Lord. 
Previous to the 
breaking of bread William Cullen Bryant was 
baptised. 
W ith snow-white head aud flowing 
beard be stood like a Prophet of old. aud per­ 
haps never since the days ot the Apostles has a 
truer disciple professed allegiance to the Di­ 
vine M aster." 
Francis Bowen, for a quarter of a century 
Professor ot Philosophy ana of Natural Religion 
in H arvard University, said before his death, 
"I have studied faithfully m ss: of w hat the 
phllosopv of these m odern lim es a -d ilie sci­ 
ence of our own day assum e to teach, and I am 
now 
more 
firmly 
convinced 
than 
ever 
th a t w hat has been justly called the ’d irt philos­ 
ophy’ ol m aterialism and fatalism is baseless 
and false. 1 accept with unhesitating convic­ 
tion aud belief the doctrine of the being ol our 
picrsoual God, ihe Creator and Governor ot the 
world, and one, Lord Jesus Christ, iu whom 
dw elletli all the fullness ol the Godhead bodily. 
Not being a clergym an I am not exposed to the 
cruel im putation w hich unbelievers have too 
long been perm itted to fiing Rgaiust the clergy 
of being induced by prudential reasons to pro­ 
fess w hat they do not believe 
Let me. too. re­ 
peat tbe opiuion that I ventured to express as 
tar back as 1»19, that the civilization that is not 
based upon Christianity is big w ith ihe elem ents 
01 its own destruction. My Irieuds, let men sav 
w hat ihev will, th e true thinkers of the world 
h a ie not all pronounced against this gospel 
that has lighted to tbe tom b the path of so 
m any thousands of w ay-faring souls. The sky 
Is not free from clouds; we have entered an ­ 
other age of the m any ages of skepticism aud 
selfishness tha: have m arked the historv of the 
Christian faith for SOT years."

Mrs. E. P. Duden, of Lake House, one of 
the best contributors to the Farm and 
Orchard Department of the R ecokd-U niont 
writes as follows in regard to spring work 
in the poultry yard: 
“The reign of winter seems to be over at 
last, and spring, lovely spring, with her 
faithtul attendants of birds and dowers, is 
here. 
But we country people have but 
little time just now to admire the beauties 
of spring. 
The heavy rains of the past 
winter makes spring work very late, and it 
looks as if everything will have to be done 
at once. 
The strawberry vines are almost 
lost sight of among the weeds, while the 
grower is impatientlv waiting for the 
¡ ground to dry sufficiently to work them. 
: Some few 
farmers are plowing 
their 
' orchards, but on most of the ranches in this 
i vicinity the ground is still wet. 
; 
“This is the busy season for the poultry­ 
: man also. 
He must net only attend to 
: the setting of hens, perhaps looking after 
i incubators and little chic-ks that are al- 
1 ready hatched, but hen-houses and yards 
! are to be cleaned, and whitewash, coal-oil 
j and carbolic acid must be freely used, that 
! the festive louse may not obtain a foothold. 
; Now that Mrs. Biddy is thinking of as­ 
: suming the cares of maternity, and when 
her intentions are made manifest, care 
. must tie taken to provide her with a com­ 
fortable nest iu a secluded place, where 
she will not he disturbed by other fowls; 
j and if the setting hens can have the run 
, of a small yard, so much the better. 
I be- 
1 lieve it has often been said that any lady 
'• can set a hen, hut I have learned from ex­ 
' perience that it is quite a nice piece of 
w ,rk to manage a hen so as to make her 
set just when you desire. 
The first thing 
j iu order is to prepare a clean, comfortable 
: nest, for which purpose nothing is better 
i than a barrel. 
It is rocmv, aud a heu can 
get into it without having to jump down 
i on the eggs, so avoiding the danger of 
j breaking them. 
After tbe hen has sat on 
the nest in which she lias been laying fur 
a day or two she should be carefully moved 
at night and placed on the new nest, in 
which should be placed three or four 
dummy eggs. 
If after a day or two she 
takes kindly to the new situation, it is 
safe to put under her the eggs on which 
she is to sit. 
If the weather is at a ll" 
warm it will be well to sprinkle buhack in 
the nest and through the lien’s feathers. 
In dry weather sprinkling the eggs with 
warm water two or three limes during in­ 
cubation, particularly the last week, will 
aid the hatching 
process. 
After the 
chicks are hatched, the hen should be 
moved to a clean coop, the old straw 
burned, and the nest thoroughly fumi­ 
gated before being used again. 
“A description of a nice little coop for 
a hen and little chicks which I am using 
this spring, may be of interest to poultry 
raisers. 
It is simply a box about two anil 
a half feet square, about two feet high in 
front by one nr»the bask. 
It i- perfectly 
tight except the slat front, which permits 
the little chicks to run iu and out, and a 
sliding door on one side for the hen, which 
is kept closed if necessary. 
There is a 
board floor, but that is separate from the 
coop 
for convenience in cleaning. 
In 
front is a door hung on hinges at the top. 
In the daytime it can be fastened clear up 
with a hook or set at any angle, as a pro­ 
tection against sun and rain. 
At night it 
is let down over the front of the coop, and 
neither rain, wind, cats or rats can disturb 
the slumbers of the mother hen and her 
little chicks.” 


TOBACCO CURING. 
A number of inquiries have been made 
regarding the curing of tobacco. 
This 
plant will thrive iu every part of Califor­ 
nia, and in some portions of the State an 
extra fine quality of tobacco can be pro­ 
duced. 
So far, nearly all attempts at "cur­ 
ing the leaves have been total or partial 
failures. 
The following methods are in 
use in the tobacco districts of Maryland, I 
and, if not serving as an exact guide, will 
give a basis upon which to experiment. 
Before the tobacco is ripe for cutting, a 
few of the lower leaves of each plant be­ 
come brown and are stripped ofL 
These 
are often soiled and of inferior quality 
and are used at home or sold at low prices. 
Tobacco plants should not Ire cut before 
they are ripe, even if the field has to be 
gone over twice; but they should never 
be allowed to be injured by (rost. 
When 
ripe, the leaves instead of being of a uni­ 
form green color will have changed to a 
yellowish mottled color, with a granulated 
appearance on the surface. 
Tobacco is 
never cut when damp or wet, as the water 
at that time injuriously affects its color in 
drying. 
The plants are cut oil a couple 
of inches below ihe leaves with knives. 
Through the stalk there is thrust a hollow 
spear and the plant is then forced down 
on a stick about an inch or an inch and 
one-half in diameter. 
Six or seven stalks 
are forced on each stick. 
These sticks are 
then conveyed to large barns, in which 
has been erected a system of scaffolding, 
and the tobacco is suspended in the air bv 
placing each end of the stick upon th’e 
scaffolding. 
In this way the whole barn 
is filled with the suspended tobacco. 
In 
placing the sticks they commence at the 
lop of the barn and each lower row is 
placed at intermediate distances, so that 
the air has free circulation. 
Another method which is sometimes 
used is to tie two stalks together and bal­ 
ance them over the sticks. 
W hile another 
method, which can be used on a small 
scale, is tbe driving of short pegs through 
the butt of the stalks and suspending the 
plants by resting the peg on two parallel 
sticks. 
But these methods are not neces­ 
sary to the proper curing of tobacco, it be­ 
ing obvious that any method which may 
be adopted for suspending the plants with­ 
out their interfering with each other is 
sufficient. 
The barns are not close, bat­ 
tened buildings, but are open and airy. 
No method of curing will make good to­ 
bacco, unless it is in the first place of good 
variety and is ripe when cut. If it is harv­ 
ested before it is ripe there wiil be an im­ 
mature taste which no method of manipu­ 
lation can rectify. 
The after handling of 
the tobacco is of great importance. 
When 
taken down from the scaffolding, the at­ 
mosphere should be sufficiently moist so 
that the leaves will not crack or break. 
Tbe leaves are stripped from the stalks 
and are graded according to size and color. 
These are tied up iu bands and are then 
packed in large hogsheads, the tips of the 
leaves always being pointed to the center. 
These hogsheads are marked and sent to 
market. 
If any sign of heat or molding is 
shown, the bands must be at once airedj or 
they may be ruined beyond usefulness. 
Persons who are not familiar with tobacco 
culture, often wonder at the great hogs­ 
heads which are seen standing around the 
depots and steamboat landings in tobacco 
coun t ries.— Cali fo n in Fruit- tí ¡oner. 


THE MELON CITRON. 
When reference is made to citron it is 
generally understood to mean the citrus 
fruit of that name. There are many delica­ 
cies that can be made from the melon 
citron of our gardens. 
The following is a 
good recipe fore drying i t : 
Pare ana seed 
the citron, and cut in thin slices two or 
three inches in length; boil in clear water 
until tender enough to pierce with a fork. 
Make a thick syrup of white sugar and 
water, and boil or simmer the citron in 
this until well penetrated by the syrup. 
Then spread on plates and dry in the’ sun, 
or where it will dry slowly. 
If properly 
done it should be candied when drv. 
The 
white part of watermelons, next the rind 


may be used in place of the citron. 
If 
preferred flavored, add the desired flavor 
to the syrup, just before placing the citron 
or melon in it. 
After the citron is re­ 
moved from the syrup, add more citrou 
until the syrup is used up. 
Be careful not 
to burn the syrup; if it is browned a little 
but does not taste burned, add a little more 
water and stir well to mix it with the 
syrup. 
This is not green like the citrou 
we buy, but is good for cake, etc. 


COOKED - CELERY. 
The use of celery ia various ways is 
growing very general, aud indeed there is 
no more healthful vegetable, be it eaten 
raw or cooked. 
To prepare it for the 
table in a cooked state, cut the stalks into 
small cross sections, using nearly the en­ 
tire stalk and roots and rejectiug only the 
very green parts. 
Cook it in but "little 
water, so that, wheu the celery is very 
tender, the water will have boiled nearly 
away; then add milk enough for a uice 
gravy, season to taste with salt and pep­ 
per, rub butter aud flour to a smooth paste 
and add sufficient to make it of a creamy 
consistence. 
When the sauce boils it is 
done. 
FA R M NOTES. 
The pig loves a little early grass as well 
as the other animals, and should have a 
share. 
Cut out all of the old wood from cur­ 
rants and gooseberries and put a good 
shovelful of manure around the roots of 
each bush. 
Cut back the rose bushes. 
The roses 
are borue on the new wood. 
Give plenty 
of manure and make the soil around the 
bushes rich. 
Cattle already infested with lice should 
be thoroughly carded and washed with 
warm soap water in which a little kerosene 
has been added. 
Do not turn the sheep or any other kind 
of stock upon the pasture too early. 
Give 
it a chance to get a start. 
The e a rly grass 
is not very nutritious, either. 
If undeveloped eggs are laid they tell 
the story of over-stimulation. 
These are 
very apt to follow the regular use of cay­ 
enne pepper or many of the concentrated 
egg foods. 
If one farmer does not feel able to pur­ 
chase and keep a thoroughbred boar him­ 
self, in many cases it will pay to combine 
with three or four of his neighbors and 
secure a good animal rather than continue 
to breed to a scrub. 
Stiff clay soils are benefited by the ap­ 
plication of lime and potash every year. 
Such land should be turned over late iu 
the fall or earlv iu the spring, so as to al­ 
low the frost to pulverize it. 
Thorough 
drainage is also beneficial. 
Keep your breeding pure, whatever it is. 
Do not mix blood unless you do it intelli­ 
gently for a special purpose. 
If you make 
a cross, do not make it with bloods so wide 
apart that they cannot readily coalesce. 
You want harmony, not antagonism, in 
breeding. . 
A proper selection of cows for your herd 
is a very important consideration, but, im- 
portaut as it is, it will not in the end prove 
of half the consequence that the proper 
selection of a bull will. 
On the blood you 
breed from depends tbe success of your 
future herd. 
Odors in the stable indicate that the air 
therein is impure. 
The use of absorbents, 
with due regard to keeping the stalls clean, 
is very importarit. 
Once a week the sta­ 
ble should be sprinkled with a solution 
made of one pound of copperas in two gal­ 
lons of soft water. 
H alf a tablespoonful of fresh white hel­ 
lebore to a common wooden pail of water 
is about the right proportions for currant 
worms. 
This sprinkled Ujion the bushes 
when worms first appear will make short 
work of the worms. An ordinary watering 
pot will do good work. 
Feeding an animal on only one indi­ 
vidual food is very unwise, for it is bound 
to be a food not well balanced. 
A mixed 
ration not only supplies a better balanced 
food, but is much more appetizing, and 
what is better relished, is very apt to give 
better results as a food. 
Dr. Collier, of the New York Experi­ 
ment Station, is authority for the state­ 
ment that a saving of one cent a day ujKm 
the dairy cows of New York is over So,000,- 
000 a year. 
This shows the importance of 
economy in feeding. 
The waste on farms 
is the heaviest loss in agriculture. 
Some varieties of peaches will not thrive 
on sandy soil, while others do not thrive 
well on heavy soil. 
The early varieties 
do not seem to be as reliable as the later 
kinds. 
One of the hardiest and best va­ 
rieties is Stump the World, which has 
been tested in New Jersey with satisfactory 
results. 
Poultry houses are not usually infested 
with lice in winter unless a number of 
hens are hatching, and if the nests are not 
kept very clean the pest from the bodies 
of the hens will be very favorable to the 
increase. 
It is from the setting hens, as a 
rule, that poultry houses become stocked 
with lice. 
If you want a paying dairy do not breed 
everything. 
If you do you will accom­ 
plish about as much as the man who fires 
at random expecting to’kill all the game. 
When you breed breed for something. 
Aim at some idea of excellence, using 
proper means, and you will be pretty sure 
of improvement. 
Weeds will come up sooner than the 
crop. 
The damage from weeds is done 
early in the season, as they crowd out the 
young plants and appropriate the plant 
food. 
Much labor can be saved by work­ 
ing the plowed land over with a cultivator 
and harrow before planting if the weeds 
have made a start. 
The rapid growth of an animal when it 
is young will be an advantage to it later 
on in life. 
The greatest proportionate 
gain with animals is during the first year. 
If the young stock is kept in thrifty, 
growing condition the first two years the 
greater proportion of work required to 
secure a profit will have been performed. 
The Mirror and Farmer says; “Dairying 
means seven days work every week, but 
possibly the seveuth may be done by a 
substitute or a drafted man.” 
Yes, but 
the substitute or drafted man usually 
thinks the same way, and we found, as a 
rule, that Sunday was the hardest day 
of all in the milk business. 
The lat­ 
ter 
business 
approaches 
slavery 
very 
closely. 
Where trees are pruned in winter a con­ 
siderable time must elapse before the 
wounds made begin to heal over. 
During 
this time the combined action of the 
frost and sun are injurious to the newly 
cut and exposed wood and bark, and it 
will take a longer time to heal over than 
if the wound was made at the time wheu 
the tree was beginning to make new 
growth. 
It was found at the Wisconsin Station 
that pigs fed corn aloue began at the end 
of thirteen weeks feeding to fail in appe­ 
tite. 
These pigs were ten weeks old when 
the feeding commenced. 
On this ration 
they became excessively fat, and were 
dwarfed in growth. 
On account of im­ 
proper development it was with difficulty 
that they could get to their 
feeding 
troughs. 
If your cows are doing well on the feed 
they are getting do not change it every 
time you read what some other dairyman 
has fed to his cows. 
The latter possibly 
require a change of food, but experience 
has shown that cows, like human beings: 
become accustomed to certain foods and 
do well on them. 
A Cow that becomes 
dainty about her food has very likely been 
overfed. 
Various tests show that the cost of the 
production of milk differs greatly in cows, 
some cows producing milk at a cost of one- 
third that produced from others. 
The 
importance of using only the best cows is 
plainly shown by the differences in the 


cost. 
The yield of milk does not alw av s 
give the true value of the animal. 
Tae 
only mode of determining the profits is to 
keep a record of the receipts and expenses 
of each cow. 
Whenever a lertilizer is applied the 
benefits therefrom extend into the second, 
and, perhaps, third and fourth years. 
There are always some portions of the 
fertilizer that are insoluble, but which be­ 
come available after the lafise of a year or 
more. 
As certain plants require partic­ 
ular plant food, the second crop may l>e 
more benefited by the fertilizer thau the 
first, much depending on the comj>osition 
of the fertilizer. 
Or.e of the greatest drawbacks to the 
growing of carrots aud parsnips is the 
slow germination of the seeds, which per­ 
mits the young weeds to get possession of 
the ground before the carrots and par­ 
snips appears. 
As the rows are thereby 
obliterated it is difficult to use the hoe. 
To obviate this sow radish seed in the 
rows with the seed of carrots and par­ 
snips. 
As the radish will quickly appear 
the rows wiil be plainly seen, and can be 
worked. 
When the radishes are large 
enough they can be pulled out and used 
on the table.

¿ SiSTER REPUBLIC. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE GOVERNMENT 
OF COLOMBIA. 


T h e N iagara o f South A m erica —F a n n ie 


B . W ard's E lev en th V a lu a b le and 


In terestin g L etter. 


[Special Correspondence oi the R ecobd-Union.] 
B o g o ta (Colombia), 1890. 
Before bidding adios to this “sister re­ 
p u b lic,w h o se laws and Constitution are 
supposed to have been directly modeled 
after those of the U nited States of the 
N orth, we should take a brief survey of its 
political 
characteristics. 
One still fre­ 
quently hears the country spoken of as the 
U nited States of Colombia, although a 
bloody war was lately fought to do away 
with that title, and its various divisions 
are as often called States or provinces as 
by their proper name of departm ents. We 
may as well get it right when about it, 
and to this end a scrap of history is 
needed. 
This Caribbean coast was not first dis­ 
covered by Columbus, as most historians 
have stated, bnt by two of his companies 
in 1499. 
Three years afterward the great 
navigator came here and gave the name 
New Jndi to all the unknown territory 
south from Hispaniola. 
Castilian explor­ 
ers quickly followed, and in 1519 some of 
them crossed the Isthm us and discovered 
the m ighty Pacific, after which the eouu- 
trv was soon colonized by the Spaniards, 
who after subduing the natives by superior 
force of arms enslaved the survivors aud 
compelled them to adopt the language, re­ 
ligion, laws and customs of their conquer­ 
ors. 
In course of tim e this section, in 
common w ith all the Central and South 
American countries, except Brazil and 
Guiana, became 


NEW SPAIN 
In reality as in name, occupied bv mixed 
descendants of the conquerors and the con­ 
quered. 
They were ruled by the mother 
country with the iron hand of tyrannical 
despotism, intensified by the ignorance of 
the distant rulers concerning the require­ 
ments of a country and a people they had 
never seen. 
This went on, growing more 
and more unbearable, till the early decades 
of the present century. 
The closing years 
of the previous century had seen the rise 
of the world’s model republic in the north­ 
ern continent; France bad become infused 
with something of the spirit of freedom 
and waded through a sea of blood from 
monarchical despotism to political libertv; 
and even H ayti, in the Caribbean Sea, bait 
revolted from France and set up a pigmy 
republic after W ashington’s pattern. N at­ 
urally South America caught the infection 
and in 1810 Colombia, in common with all 
her sister provinces and Mexico far to the 
northward, drew the sword and declared 
the domination of Spain at an end. 
The world knows all about the details of 
th at long and bitter contest aud bow it 
term inated in the overthrow of Spanish 
power. 
Colombia’s W ashington, General 
Simon Bolivar, was inaugurated first Pres­ 
ident of the 
new-born 
republic 
and 
probably all would have gone well enough, 
had it not been for the dissensions that 
arose from petty jealousies and personal 
ambitions. 
The first Constitution survived 
only eleven years, when the central pro­ 
vinces of the Union broke away and in 
1831 united themselves with another re­ 
public called New G renada. 
Bolivar's 
brain, like th at of bis antitype Alexander 
and his contemporary Napoleon, teemed 
with political schemes and bis great hobby 
was the union of New Grenada, Venezuela 
and Ecuador into one extensive and pow­ 
erful State. 
The idea found favor and was 
ratified by the first Congress, which con­ 
vened at Angostura in December, 1819. 
The nation thus constituted occupied the 
whole northern portion of the continent 
from one ocean to the other, posses.-ing the 
advantage of thousands of miles of sea­ 
board. 
Then followed half a century of perpet- 
bal dissensions, intestine warfare and the 
subversion and reconstruction of constitu­ 
tion after constitution, in which Colombia, 
in common with the other divisions of 
.South America, took part. 
W ith every 
change of government the political geogra­ 
phy of the country was altered, provinces, 
departments, States, each new variation of 
division having more or less autonomy of 
its own, independent of their respective 
centr A governments. 


T1IE LAST REVOLUTION, 
T hat of 1885, left a Government which 
seems to be more firmly established than 
any that has preceded it. 
After its sup­ 
pression a council of delegates met in 
Bogota in the summer of 1886 and sanc­ 
tioned a revised Constitution, whereby the 
United States of Colombia were deprived 
of their individual autonomy, the name of 
the country was restored to that it bore 
nearly a century before, viz., the Republic 
of Colombia, the first article of the new 
Constitution distinctly stating that “sov­ 
ereignty rests solely and exclusively with 
the nation as a whole, not w ith individual 
States.” 
It recreated departm ents instead 
of States, the same as in 1831, to be ruled 
by a central government located in Bo­ 
gota. 
The obje»t being to render impossi­ 
ble a recurrence of the petty revolutions 
that have so olten distracted the country, 
it gives to the departments no more than 
municipal power and such as may be nee- 
e-sary for the defeuse of the peculiar m a­ 
terial interests of each. 
The preservation 
of public order is vested solely in the 
National Government, which alone can 
maintain the army and navy, the whole 
purport of the modification being the cen­ 
tralization of power : for the former Con­ 
stitution, which divided Colombia into 
independent States, each State having the 
attributes of sovereignty, with power to 
issue paper money of its own and to raise, 
arm and equip m ilitia, was found prolific 
of much evil. 
The departments are subdivided into 
provinces and these again into municipal 
districts, the former ruled by Governors 
and the latter by Alcades. There are nine 
departm ents, whose names are as follows: 
Magdalena, Bolivar, Panama, Antioquia, 
Cauca, Tolima, Bojaca, Santander and 
Cundinamaria. !>eside the federal district 
of Santa Fe de Bogota, which contains the 
capital. 
The superficial area of this big republic, 
which extends along the A tlantic seaboard 
from the Isthm us of Panama to Venezuela, 
southward along the Pacific to Ecuador, 
and in the interior to the upper waters of 
the Orinoco on its western frontier and to 
the northern tributaries of the Amazon on 
the outskirts of Brazil, is about 504,773 
square miles. 
Its southern boundary is 
one of the most definite landm arks of the 
earth, l>eing nothing less than the equator. 
Its total population is estimated at 2,955,­ 
255, including more than 
200,000 ABORIGINAL INDIANS 
W ho dwell in the forests of the interior and 
of whose characteristics even the Colombi­ 
ans know little beyond the fact that they 
are peacefully disposed toward the civilized 
communities if they are not interfered 
with. 
To show how little is known of 
some parts of the country, it may be men­ 
tioned that the Colombian Government has 
recently offered a reward of two hundred 
pounds sterling to any one who may sub- 
ceed in making his way to the coast from 
the river Magdalena, over the Sierra de 
Santa Rosa. 
Congress meets in Bogota on the first 
day of the new year, both the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies using the -ame 
room—a spacious apartm ent w ith galleries 
on three sides. 
The various departments 
are administered by departm ental assem­ 
blies, which meet once in two years, and 
each district or province has its owu M u­ 


nicipal Council. 
Judicially, the republic ¡ 
is divided into districts, each possessing its ¡ 
superior tribunal and District Judge. 
Be- j 
sides the Civil, Criminal and D istrict: 
Courts, Commercial Courts are also held. 
¡ 
The President’s term of office is six ! 
years. 
H e is assisted by a Vice-President, | 
seven M inisters and a Council of State, i 
Original legislation belongs only to Con­ 
gress, but the Governors of departments 
have power to issue edicts upon laws 
passed by Congress, for facilitating the 
affairs of the various districts. 
The pres­ 
ent Executive, Dr. Rafael Nunez, is en­ 
joying his third term of office, and has 
nearly .three years yet to serve. 
ThSugh Roman Catholicism prevails, 
there is no State religion, natives and for­ 
eigners being guaranteed freedom of con­ 
science aud worship. 
So far as the text of 
the law goes, foreigners enjoy equal rights 
with the Colombians; but it would be 
hardly advisable to test the question in a 
native Court of justice. 
Imprisonment for 
debt lias been done away with, and trial 
by jury in criminal cases is comtDg into 
vogue. 
The only monopoly in the coun­ 
try is th at of salt, which is still in the 
hands of the central G overnm ent; and in 
some departm ents that of the rum distil­ 
leries, which is administered for the bene­ 
fit of their own municipal revenues. 
The 
trade in arms and ammunition is now en­ 
tirely free. 
There is a large public debt 
owing 
to 
foreigners, 
three-fourths 
of 
which is due to British creditors, who hold 
as security a mortgage on the Republic’s 
chief source of revenue—that derived from 
the customs. 
A system intended to place the commer­ 
cial and public credit of the country on a 
more substantial basis has been introduced 
and already largely developed. 
In the 
year 1871, what is known as a 


BILL ANp DISCOUNT COMPANY 
W as established in Bogota, and has suc­ 
ceeded in commanding public confidence, 
although there is nothing that varies so 
much as the money m arket. 
The princi­ 
pal national coin current is the half-dollar; 
but that, being away below piar, is not 
thought of at all in the conduct of com­ 
mercial transactions abroad, and is pretty 
nearly valueless even in Central America, 
where drafts are sometimes sought by busi­ 
ness men on the Isthmus. 
For the pur­ 
pose of such draffs the silver dollars of 
Peru and Chile, the former called soles, the 
latter pesos, are preferred, and are quoted 
at trom one to ten pier cent, above the 
money of Colombia. 
The demand for 
these foreign dollar*, however, ceases when 
the (.rice of local drafts is such as to in­ 
duce purchasers to buy them at home, 
where the gold oí the United States, 
brought here for Panam a Railroad pur­ 
pose-, is generally plentiful, and is eagerly 
bought up twice every month by mechan­ 
ics and others, principally to send away to 
their friends aud 
relatives at 
home. 
M hen the foreign dollar was introduced 
this gold was sold at par; but domestic 
want, added to the bi-m onthly calls above 
alluded to, has sent the American money 
a long way up in the m arket. 
Therefore 
the very best sort of funds one can possi­ 
bly bring to ¡south America is U nited 
States gold, the premium on which is 
always considerable. 
The Colombian Government has lately 
been occupying itself w ith 


THE EDUCATIONAL PROBLEM. 
The new organization of national schools, 
modeled on the German method, took ef­ 
fect in the year 1870, and already there are 
in the republic as many as 1,800 educa­ 
tional institutions that are supported from 
the public treasury, w ith an average of 
. 5,000 pupils. 
There is also a national 
escuala normal for the special instruction 
of teachers in the capital of every depart­ 
ment. Those trained for the work" in these 
normal schools are appointed to teach the 
common branches in the national public 
schools. 
There are many seminaries and 
colleges of higher grade, besides private 
schools for girls, where needlework aud 
household economy very properly receive 
more attention than the higher m athe­ 
matics, mechanics, etc. 
The practice of all trades and profes­ 
sions, including those of law, medicine, 
and the apothecary, is absolutely unre­ 
stricted, so that one need not even possess 
a license or diploma. 
R ather too much 
liberty, one would say, in thus placing 
hum an bones and bodies at the mercy of 
any quack who chooses to call him self a 
doctor. 
In 1864 the Government began the con­ 
struction of a telegraphic system, and 
already more than two thousand meters 
have been completed, connecting th e im­ 
portant centers of N orthern Colombia, in­ 
cluding the Pacific port of Buenaventura. 
At the latter town the telegraphic system 
will be united with th at of the submarine 
cable which runs along the coast of Chile 
and Peru, and is intended to form a junc­ 
tion with the European and A tlantic 
cables at Panama. 
As mistress of the connecting hyphen 
between the two countries, Colombia must 
some day become a very im portant coun­ 
try ; although so far it has progressed at a 
snail’s pace. 
Its resources are incalcu­ 
lable, both in extent and variety. 
Its 
numerous rivers render the agricultural 
and manufacturing 
possibilities excep­ 
tional, while in m etallic wealth it shows 
the same richness th at characterizes the 
mountainous sections of the rest of South 
America. 
Calculated on the basis of 1880, 
the world produces one hundred million 
dollars worth of gold, and seventy-five 
million dollars worth of silver anntiallv. 
To this total Spanish-America annually 
contributes 
five millions of gold, anil 
twenty-five millions of silver. 
According to M ulhall, the total amount 
of gold which Spanish-America has already 
put into circulation amounts to 
2,220 t o n s, 
Or the enormous sum of 81,550,000,000. 
Most of the old mines are still yielding as 
well as they did centuries ago, while new 
ones are being constantly discovered. M ul­ 
hall places the U nited "States next on the 
list, with a product of 81,430,000,000, and 
A ustralia third w ith 81,290,000,000. 
An official estimate, based on State rec­ 
ords, of the production of precious minerals 
in Colombia daring the last three hun­ 
dred years puts the figures at 8652,000,000 
up to the year 18S4, and adds that the sil­ 
ver produced during the present century 
up to th at date amounts to 8226,000,000. 
The principal minerals yet discovered are 
gold, silver, platinum , mercury, lead, cin­ 
nabar, rock-salt, coal and nitre. 
The re­ 
gion about the cordilleras has as yet been 
but little explored, therefore no accurate 
estimates of the m ining possibilities can be 
made. 
Many mines exist, however, and 
prospecting, which has lately received a 
new impetus, is seldom fruitless. 
There is a wonderful emerald mine not 
far from Bogota. 
Among other produc­ 
tions of the country may lie mentioned 
India rubber, Peruvian bark, cofiee, cacao, 
cotton, sugar-cane, rice, indigo, corn, pota­ 
toes, wheat, fruits of the tropical and tem ­ 
perate zoues, and some of the finest tobacco 
in the world, th at from which the famous 
Ambalema cigars are made. 
The forests, 
that for the most part cover the surface of 
the country, abound in magnificent woods 
of all descriptions; and an endless variety 
of medicinal barks, saps, roots, herbs, 
leaves, flowers and fruits are also found. 
Many of these are known to science, bnt 
are exceedingly rare, while others e [uallv 
potent, and some of them far superior to 
anything yet employed in materia malica, 
are used by the Indian medicine men. 
For example, w hat all the resources of 
science have failed to compass has been 
accomplished as a m atter of course by the 
Colombian Indians in 


THE CURE OF HYDROPHOBIA, 
And the bite of the most deadly serpents. 
The forests, which are tor the most part 
totally unexplored bv w hite men. are 
alive with a vast and varied population of 
beasts, birds, reptiles and insects. 
The general typographical configuration 
of Colombia is determined by the three 
great ranges into which the Andes, contin­ 


uing northward from Peru and Ecuador, 
branch off as they near the isthmus. Thev 
traverse the whole length of the State, ancl 
between them lie broad, hot and deep 
valleys, watered respectively by the At- 
rato, Cauca and M agdalena rivers. 
This 
alteration of valleys and bights th at rise 
above the line of perpetual snow, gives a 
great diversity of climate, from the cold cf 
the polar regions to the sweltering heats 
of Senegal; w hile the tablelands and 
hiil-slopes preserve the m ild weather of 
the tem perate zone, scarcely varying 5° 
from year to year, on the Caribbean coasts 
the heat is continually tempered by the 
trade winds and other pure-air currents 
from the ocean. 
I t is only in the river 
valleys of the interior, which are for the 
most part covered with swamps or tropical 
forests, th at intense heat and consequent 
diseases prevail. Hereabouts one does not 
need to go north or south to find change of 
climate, but merely up or down, for the 
successive elevations of the Andes present 
ail grades of transition, from perpetual 
summer to eternal snow ; while between 
these extremes, at elevations ranging from 
6,000 to 10,000 feet, unbroken spring crowns 
the changeless year, and the lavored in­ 
habitants find it difficult to die except 
from extrem e old age. 
The great sanitarium of the Caribbean 
coast is Turbaco. built upon a command­ 
ing eminence about six kilometers from 
C’arthagena, at an elevation of only 1,200 
leet, at the edge of a magnificent forest. 
The em igrant coming to Colombia will find 
it best to settle somewhere in the neigh­ 
borhood of Carthagena, as th at section 
seems to offer most advantages. 
A description of Colombia w ithout m en­ 
tion of the wonderful 


FALLS OF TEQUEXDAMA, 
W ould seem like the frequently quoted ex­ 
perim ent, which nobody ever tried, of at­ 
tem pting to play 
“H am let” with the 
Priuce of Denmark left out. 
To reach 
them from Bogota requires a long journey 
on horse or mule back, in course of which 
one must depend upon the hospitality of 
the people for two nights or three, accord­ 
ing to one’s ability in the saddle. 
The 
route lies straight across the Sabana, or 
plain of Bogota, and then along the foot 
of hills whose almost perpendicular sides 
ju t a thousand feet above the road. 
W e 
cross a quaint stone bridge, built in 1736, 
meeting droves of donkeys laden w ith 
kegs of miel (native molasses), and pig­ 
skin sacks of the favorite beverage chiche; 
past wayside ranches, hedged with tall 
cactus of the prickly pear variety, and 
clumps of gigantic aloes, or century {’lants, 
many of them rearing a stalk that in the 
distance looks like a telegraph pole with 
an enormous cluster of w hite flowers at the 
top. 
* 
There is a posada where a group of 
country people were drinking chiche' out 
of verm illion-stained gourds painted with 
black vines, and just in the edge of Te- 
quendama valley is the quinta, w ithin 
whose hospitable walls most 
travelers 
pass the night going and returning from 
the falls. 
An early start must be made 
next morning, for the road is long and 
terrifically steep, unless one wishes to 
chance sleeping out of doors, which would 
be by no means pleasant, as after sunset 
is liable to be envelojied in a the locality 
damp and chilly mist. 
N earing the falls, the country becomes 
indescribably lovely. 
Under tall palm 
trees grow the rarest ferns, among them a 
species of gigantic maiden-hair; priceless 
orchids, mosses, lichens, Allam anda creep­ 
ers covered with yellow flowers, wild 
fuchsias aud geraniums, purple blossoms 
resembling butterflies with outspread wings, 
a shrub called “silva-saiva,” which has an 
aromatic taste like sal volatile, and is 
eaten for toothache; over all monkeys are 
swinging from the branches, and gorgeous 
macaws and green and red paroquets are 
screaming. 
Suddenly we emerge into an open space, 
and before us is spread such a view as is 
rarely presented to human eyes. 
A huge 
am phitheater of m ighty rocks covered 
with dense vegetation, surrounding a mag­ 
nificent cascade, whose hight is variously 
stated at from 600 to 1,000 feet. 
The 
whole body of a river, 
forcing 
itself 
through a narrow fissure in the hights 
above, comes tum bling down with a deaf­ 
ening roar until, in mist and vapor, it 
dives into a pool more than a hundred feet 
deep, and then quietly flows away through 
the vallev below. 
The mists reflect all 
the colors of the rainbow, and such is the 
tremendous force of falling water, th at it 
has actually hollowed out a well in the 
solid rock below 150 feet deep. 
Birds are 
flying in and out of the spray, where it is 
said th at caves exist in which great num ­ 
bers of “goat suckers” make their nests. 
The Indians have 


A LEGEND 
To the effect th at the G reat Spirit tore 
open the mountains and made this fall, in 
order to drain for their use the fertile 
plains above. Geologists argue th at the 
great Sabana of Bogota, with its encircling 
hills, must at one time have been the basin 
ol a fresh water lake, which was m ain­ 
tained, in spite of the rapid evaporation of 
the altitude and overflow toward 
the 
east, by the Rio de Bogota, with it num er­ 
ous branches rushing impetuously into it. 
But the lake cannot have been very deep, 
as the natural dam that confined it’waters 
on the southern edge at the junction of the 
Bogota and Muno rivers is no more than 
130 feet above the present lowest water 
level. 
Finally the pent-up waters over­ 
flowed this dam and began the formation 
of the Tequendama cascade through a deep 
gorge of the cordillera. 
In the course of 
time, probably on the occasion of one of 
those great earthquakes th at have so fre­ 
quently rent the Andes, the dam was en­ 
tirely swept away and the lake drained. 
The Bogota river follows a winding 
course to a labyrinth of rocks and boul­ 
ders, where,with the towering cordillera of 
Cundinam aria on one side and the hights 
of Quindiu on the other, it takes this stu­ 
pendous leap. 
The contrast presented by 
the soil and vegetation at various parts of 
this most celebrated cataract of ¡south 
America is highly interesting. 
Here the 
hitherto monotonous contry begins 
to 
form a series of many-shaped hills, all 
covered with wild flowers and the most 
luxuriant 
tropical vegetation. 
W here 
the grasses are surrounded by thickest 
bushes and the trees are tallest the river 
rushes in clouds of foam through its 
rocky bed until it reaches the deep gorge, 
hidden from sight above by the dense 
jungle, where it disappears with a terrific 
roar and plunges headlong into the awful 
abyss. 
Below this point the river Bogota, 
emerging again into the light, winds 
through thick bushes and rocky banks to 
its confluence with the Magdalena, many 
miles farther north.

THE ISSUE IN WISCONSIN. 


There is considerable inquiry as to what 
the real issue in Wisconsin is concerning 
the school law, and why the Compulsory 
Education Act is opposed by the German 
Lutherans and the Catholics. 
The facts 
are these: 
W hat is known as the Bennett school 
law provides that all children between the 
ages of 7 and 14 must be sent to some 
school at least twelve weeks in the year, 
except there is some valid reason for ab- 
ence, such as physical 
inability, etc. 
Only institutions of learning are recog­ 
nized as schools under this law, in which, 
as a part of the elementary education of 
the children, reading, writing, arithmetic 
and United States History are taught in 
English. 
The issue of religion in the schools does 
not, therefore, enter in ; nor is there much 
said 
about the 
compulsion to 
attend 
school. 
It is an issue of clannishness 
Because the State refuses to recognize as a 
school the institution in which the Eng­ 
lish language is ignored, the fight against 
the law is made. 
It is the law, however, 
and the local elections in which the ene­ 
mies of the law. through the agency of the 
Democratic party, triumphed, were run 
with a view to gaining power to work the 
repeal of the law. 
The enemies of the law occupy these 
positions—and we state them as fully as 
we can ascertain them. 
Under the Con­ 
stitution all men are guaranteed their 
right to the pursuit of happiness; that is 
an inherent and inalienable right. 
But 
domestic happiness is interfered with if 
the State or a stranger interposes to dic­ 
tate how children shall be brought up. 
As one of the enemies of the law, in a 
pamphlet of argument, puts it: “ If the 
Bennett law is to stand, then change the 
Declaration of Independence and the Con­ 
stitution of our flourishing State; then 
brand the statesmen of revolutionary days 
as idiots, and the framers of our Gonsti’u- 
tion as numskulls; then let the world 
know that, in the opinion of the friends of 
this law, pursuit of happiness is not an in­ 
herent and inalienable right, but a right 
granted by a majority to a minority, and 
to be enjoyed within such narrow limits as 
an almighty despotic majority may see fit 
to establish.” 
The friends of the law reply to this with 
these arguments : 
The official tongue is 
E nglish; the 
laws, proclamations 
and 
official speech are in English; the law 
does not prohibit the teaching in any 
school of any tongue the people wish 
taught. 
It gives the broadest possible 
liberty to school Boards in that direction. 
But the State has a right to have its citi­ 
zens educated in the rudimentary branches 
of knowledge, because intelligence is the 
conservator of good citizenship, and igno­ 
rance the mother of vice and lawlessness. 
The school system is based upon this prin­ 
ciple, and to deny it is to destroy the sys­ 
tem. 
The State has a right, and it is 
wise, to have all schools seeking or need­ 
ing its recognition also recognize the Eng­ 
lish language, for it is essential that the 
citizen should be able to read the Consti­ 
tution and the laws, and these are pub­ 
lished only in the official tongue. 
The State does not interfere with the 
domestic right any further than human 
wisdom demands for the conservation of 
the rights of the weak against the tyranny 
of the strong, and no further than wise po­ 
lice regulations are necessary for the pub­ 
lic peace, prosperity and protection, and 
the insurance of the rights of the people 
to property and to life and liberty. 
Every Government must be supreme in 
its own domain. 
Oors is a Government of 
sovereignties, and its decrees are deter­ 
mined by the majority. 
When a majority 
decides what shall be the law it is not 
tyrannous, since it is the ultimate aud the 
only way in such a Government of arriv­ 
ing at the end of contention. 
That is no 
Government which does not govern its 
citizens. 
The self-governed people re­ 
quire organization ami regulation just as 
truly in the most arbitrary monarchy. 
The authority of our Government is the 
majority declaration, and that is supreme 
within the limitations of the organic law, 
which is itself the voice of the majority- 
Departure from these principles lands us 
in anarchy. 
The State may defend itself, 
its territory, the intelligence of its citizens, 
their peace and their personal rights to 


life, liberty and the possession of property. 
The majority, being the voice of the State, 
can never be considered as a stranger in 
the State nor as an interloper, nor as one 
interfering. 
There are scores of young men born and 
raised in Wisconsin, unable to read the 
Constitution, laws or proclamations of the 
Government of the State, because they 
have not been taught to read the English 
tongue, but have been confined to the Ger­ 
man. 
The State, through the supreme 
authority, the representative body, the 
law-making power, has resolved that such 
facts are neither creditable nor safe for the 
State. 
It has resolved that good citizen­ 
ship demands some degree of intelligence, 
and it i* best attained through education 
in the English tongue in a few branches, 
reading, writing, arithmetic and United 
States History. 
A ll opposition to such 
wise regulation and requirement is born of 
clannishness, prejudice and enmity to free 
government; it is abuse of liberty, and 
tends to the overthrow of all power in the 
State, and the substitution for law of the 
will of the individual, and exercise under 
it unrestrained, is anarchy pure and sim­ 
ple. 
The school system is not horn of pater­ 
nalism ; it is simply a means to the great­ 
est good of the community, proved by 
experience and approved by the wi-est of 
the race. 
The assault upon the Eennet 
school law is not in furtherence of public 
good, but in the interest of narrow, un- 
American, illiberal and foreign doctrines, 
that carried to their full and logical con­ 
clusion would wreck free government and 
upturn the substructural principles of the 
Republic. 
Who shall say that the friends of thelaw 
have not made the best argument ? 
It 
has indeed come to a pretty pass, when in 
the blaze of the enlightenment of the age 
and in the midst of the triumphs of lib­ 
erty in America, the American flag can­ 
not be raised in Pennsylvania without 
arousing the passions of a mob of ignorant 
foreigners, and the Engli-h language can­ 
not be taught to the children of Wisconsin 
without drawing the fire of shrewd, calcu­ 
lating and designing foreigners who are 
half-made citizens, and hold the land that 
shelters them in such contempt that they 
will not teach their children to read its 
laws in the language of the nation. 
It 
begins to look as if indeed the time ap­ 
proaches when it will be necessary to 
apologize for being native born, and not 
the offshoots and exiles of a foreign mon­ 
archical community. 


Since the agitation over the schcol law 
in Wisconsin promises to attract so much 
general attention, statistics of the schools 
of the chief city of the State, Milwau­ 
kee, will prove of interest. 
The public school enrollment is 26,526; 
the average attendance, 19,041. 
In par­ 
ochial and private schools, 16,309 children 
are enrolled. 
Of these, 8,292 attend Cath­ 
olic, and 6,066 Lutheran schools, while 
1,951 are in charitable and other private 
schools. 
There are 37 public schools in 
the city, and 67 others. 
In the public 
schools are 4S4 teachers, and in the pri­ 
vate and parochial schools 321. 
As an 
evidence of the German character of the 
city, the statistics show that there are 58 
teachers of German employed in the pub­ 
lic schools, who instruct 15,219 pupils 
in that tongue, of whom 11,934 are of 
German parentage. 
The Catholics have 
18 strictly parochial schools, six are Eng­ 
lish, six German, five Polish and one Bo­ 
hemian. 
Two-thirds of the pupils in the 
Catholic schools are in those not using the 
English language, and some hundred more 
use the Polish than the English Catholic 
schools. 
The Lutherans have 22 parochial schools 
with 5,684 pupils. 
Of these, 21 schools 
are German, and one Bohemian. 
Not one 
of them is an English speaking or teach­ 
ing school. 
It is asserted by the press of 
the city that the (¿erman schools are as 
thoroughly and radically German as those 
of Berlin, the Polish as Polish as those of 
Warsaw, the Bohemian as Bohemian as 
those of Prague. 
It is undeniable that all the children in 
the non-English schools are being in­ 
structed at such a disadvantage, as Amer­ 
ican citizens, as must be reflected in the 
State government these youths will be 
called upon to administer. 
W hile it is 
conceded that the foreign-born of M il­ 
waukee have a right to teach their chil­ 
dren the tongues of their Fatherlands, 
there can be but one just judgment con­ 
cerning their resistance to the demand of 
the State, that they shall also be taught 
sufficient of the English language to qual­ 
ify them to read the laws of the land. 
To 
oppose that judgment is to exhibit a de­ 
gree of selfishness, and manifest a lack of 
patriotism that bodes no goed to American 
institutions. 
If the foreign-born citizens, and the fol­ 
lowers of religious faiths, succeed in their 
announced determination not to teach the 
English tongue, their next demand will be 
for a division of the public school fund, on 
the ground that their private schools re- 
lieve.the State and city of a large share of 
the burden of the educational system of 
the State and the city. 
If ever that de­ 
mand is granted the common school sys­ 
tem, in Milwaukee at least, will come to 
an inglorious end, for such a division will 
mean the disruption, eventually, of the 
entire scheme of public school education. 
We cannot believe that the citizen edu­ 
cated in American schools, who is unable 
to read and write English, is a safe Amer­ 
ican, since he cannot come into such close 
sympathy with the American sentiment as 
is essential to good citizenship. 
But Milwaukee, by the grace of the 
Democratic party, has decided against the 
public school system practically. The vote 
cannot 
be 
otherwise 
interpreted, and 
in 
itself it 
is 
a 
dangerous 
assault 
upon the Bennett law, which has been 
sketched in this article. 
If the children 
born in this country with some relation to 
German, Polish and Bohemian ancestry 
are to be educated as (Germans, Poles and 
Bohemians are in Germany, Poland and 
Bohemia, and the American sentiment un­ 
derlying the Bennett law does not inter­ 
fere, by compelling the teaching of Eng­ 
lish in elementary branches of school 
work, then a sacred dutv is neglected, and 
patriotism is retrograding and fading out. 


READING HABITS. 


The office of the newspaper is not at all 
underestimated by the 
R e c o r d -U x io n . 
It holds the press in as high esteem as is 


entertained by anyone, and recognition of 
the wonderful influence of the newspaper 
as an educator is the reason that this jour­ 
nal has been so diligent in efi’orts to ele­ 
vate the standards of the profession of 
journalism. 
But we agree heartily with a 
writer in the Sorth American Review who 
protests that there is a tendency to make 
newspaper reading the only reading. Cer­ 
tainly there are evidences that the busi­ 
ness man allots himself, in the majority of 
cases, only time enough for reading the 
morning and evening paper. 
It is cer­ 
tainly true that a reading education of 
that character tends to superficiality. 
It 
disposes 
to looseness of thought, and 
its drift is to make the reader illogical in 
his methods of reasoning—because he will 
lose the art, or not gain it, of commanding 
his mental powers in orderly array for the 
digestion of subjects presented. The news­ 
paper is the foremost educating agency of 
the day, t It is the greatest news gatherer 
and disseminator of news known to man, 
but reading that is confined to the snatch­ 
ing of an item here, an editorial note there, 
a short story or a poem of a finger length, a 
bit of information, a bit of politics, a bit or 
dogmatism, cannot well store a mind. 
Newspaper men ought to encourage the 
substantial, orderly and deliberative read­ 
ing ol good books, thorough treatises and 
the standard authors, because the demand 
for good style and sound thought in news­ 
paper work will thus be promoted, and as 
a consequence the press will meet the de­ 
mand by better work on its part. 
It is a 
common thing to hear the busy man say, 
"I have not read a book in five or six 
years; I have no time to peruse works that 
compose the mind, strengthen the intel­ 
lectual powers and give rest and satisfac­ 
tion from toil. 
I read the newspapers, 
and in this day of mammoth sheets I can 
do no more.” 
And such confession, as will 
be realized after a moment’s thought, is 
one 
that 
reflects 
discredit 
upon 
the 
busy class. 
The truth is that we are too 
busy. 
We “rush” between business and 
the home, which is too oft merely a board­ 
ing place, with such regularity and per­ 
sistency that life becomes a grind and a 
rush, and we harden, and case over, and 
lose sympathy with humanity and nature, 
and break down at middle age, when the 
very time for the enjoyment of vigor has 
been reached. 
We need to take more rest, 
to have more avocations, to get out of the 
groove, and to rest thereby; we need to read 
not only the daily news, but to devote some 
time daily to that substantial, restful, or­ 
derly and strengthening reading that is 
balm for the weary brain, and checks the 
busy man in the rush that is carrying 
Americans forward with a nervous energy 
that results in early decay of the powers. 


I n the threat of Russia to subvert ut­ 
terly the remaining liberty of the Finns, 
by abolishing the representative legislative 
body of Finland, there is brought to the 
surface one of the most melancholy pages 
in northland history. 
For more than ten 
centuries Finland was free, and its terri­ 
tory, embracing half water and half land, 
144,600 square miles, was the home, of a 
people who were at liberty to govern them­ 
selves or submit to the mild sway of 
Sweden, noted for her equitable laws and 
love of justice. 
Russia, jealous of this 
people and their friendship for their Swed­ 
ish neighbors, labored for three hundred 
years to gain control of them. 
Often the 
autocrats of Russia seized upon portions of 
the country, but as frequently the Finns 
wrenched oil' their shackles and turned 
back to their Scandinavian love. 
In 1S09, 
however, Russian domination over them 
became absolute. 
But at that time the 
first Alexander so respected the gallant 
behavior of the Finns and their undisputed 
heroism, that he pledged on his oath that 
the liberties, religion and laws of Finland 
should remain to it. 
It has remained 
after eighty-one years of observance of that 
voluntary obligation for 
another Czar 
Alexander to menace the liberties of Fin­ 
land, and give notice that as Grand Duke 
he will assert himself as their supreme 
ruler. 
The Finnish tongue is to be for­ 
bidden, and the language of Russia only is 
to be taught in the schools. 
Finland is 
no longer to coin or print its own money ; 
its representatives are no longer to speak 
in the Finnish Legislating, except by 
gracious permission of the Czar. The days 
of oppression are dot at an end despite the 
enlightenment of the age. 


T h e rumor, or suspicion, that Emperor 
W illiam wrote the pamphlet laudatory of 
himself which has just appeared in Berlin, 
is unworthy. 
W illiam is autocratic, a 
notable example of imperialism, and is 
troubled with self-conceit, but he is not 
such a fool as to write a pamphlet in his 
own praise. 
H e has wit enough to know 
that such a scheme would surely come to 
light and make him a laughing stock of 
the world.

WHAT IT COSTS MOTHER WADSWORTH 
FOR - TRANCE" SUBJECTS. 


T he Story of a T ram p W ho W as Em ­ 
ployed as One by the O akland 
Tent People. 


While driving into the country on Wed­ 
nesday a R ecord-TTsiok reporter overtook 
a man tramping along the lower Stockton 
road, and offered him a ride, of which the 
man gladly availed himself. He proved to 
be a genuine tramp, although a young 
man, and by persistent questioning the re­ 
porter secured an outline of his history. 
There was nothing remarkable about his 
story, except that portion relating to his re­ 
cent experience at Oakland. He had been 
in the State only a year, but in that time 
had traveled over a considerable portion cf 
the State as a brake-beam and freight car 
tourist; he had done a little at various 
kinds of work, and had tried to enlist in 
the army, but could not pass the necessary 
examination. So he nad agaiii taken to 
the road. 
In Oakland he was employed, he said, 
as a special watchman at the tent where 
Mrs. W adsworth was holding her seances, 
and in reply to a question as to the real in­ 
side history of that woman’s operations, he 
said:‘That was the softest racket I ever 
struck. I got my board and lodging for 
watching the tent, and 50 cents every time 
1 let them mesmerize me.” 
"Do you mean to say,” asked the re­ 
porter. “that the parties conducting those 
meetings paid peop’e fir the privilege of 
mesmerizing them '!" 
"That’s wnat; but I tell you it was no 
easy work. You see, we had to practice 
the thing every day, because a green hand 
couldn't do it so as to make outsiders think 
it was the real thing. Of course, there 
were some that thought they were mes­ 
merized, because they believed the others 
were, but they were generally cranks and 
half-witted folks who hadn't much brains.” 
"Then it was a money-making scheme 
entirely ?” 
"That’s what it was. There would be 
an exhibition of mesmerism every day and 
night, and crowds of weak-minded people 
flocked into the tent, and collections 
amounted to a great deal.” 
"W hy did you leave such a good job?’’ 
"Oh, I got tired of it; auti then some of 
the visitors began _ to get on to me, after 
seeing me so often among the performers, 
and Mrs. Wadsworth quit on my pay.” 
"Did she make much out of her meetings 
there.’ 1 
"W ell. I reckon she got away with about 
$70o 
That's about as near as 1 could 
make out her winnings, judging from the 
daily contributions. 
I see she’s opening 
up in Santa Rosa now. It’s fnnnv how 
people allow themselves to be swindled." 
"And how about the big tidal wave that 
is going to sweep over Oakland?” 
An expression of disgust overspread the 
fellow's face as he replied: "Oh, that's just 
one of Mother W adsworth’s dodges tor get­ 
ting people excited and bringing them to 
her tent to be swindled. Flood ! Why, she 
and her crowd don’t no more believe 
there's to be a flood than you do. The 
whole thing was a fraud. 
I’ve done a 
good many mean things in my life, but 
there's nothing I ever did that I feel so 
ashamed over as my playing the fool for 
old Mother W adsworth's gang. 
Still, I 
was hardup, and it was a pretty easy job 
after I got used to it.-’ 
"And where are you heading now— 
what do you expect to tind to do out this 
way?” 
"I'm heading for Stockton. I heard in 
Sacramento that there is a good deal of 
street and road-making going on over 
there, and I hope to get a' job at it. I'm 
not afraid to work when I can get a good 
job, and besides the weather hasn't warmed 
up enough yet for a fellow to sleep out at 
night, and he must have a little money 
now and then.” 
By this time the reporter had reached 
the end of his journey, and as the fellow 
alighted to resume his tramp he said : 
"Say. what I’ve told you is the solid 
truth about the W adsworth gang. They 
may come to Sacramento to hold meetings, i 
as I thing they're going to work the State 
for all they can, and if they do von inst 
watch them closely and yon’il find they're 
dead beats. Much obliged for tne rid e; 
good-by.”

How A sphalt or Bitum inous Pavem ents 
W ork in O ther Cities. 
E ds. R ecord-U n io s : During the present 
agitation and enthusiasm with regard to 
street improvement, I hope the following 
article may be of service in helping some 
to determine what kind of pavement is 
best to use. By using asphalt we shall 
not be experimenting with an untried sub­ 
stance, for the principal streets of Berlin 
are nearly all paved with asphalt, and they 
are such marvels of cleanliness and smooth­ 
ness that one feels the same respect for them 
as for a nice drawing-room, and scruples to 
litter them even with scraps of paper. The 
most frequented ones are literally washed 
and scrubbed every night. 
After being wet down a few men or boys 
proceed along the roads, pushing before 
them pieces of board set diagonally on a 
pole, with a strip of rubber on the lower 
side. The mud, what little there is, is 
thus transferred from the course of one 
man to another, and is finally lifted in the 
gutter, whence it is removed. The conse­ 
quent freedom of the city from dust is very 
marked. The smoothness of the pavement 
affords immense relief in diminishing the 
confusing noise and jar of the streets. 
Awaking early in the morning at a hotel 
in the center of the business section, one 
perceives no rattling of wagons, only the 
clatter of the horses' hoots, so that it 
seems as if cavalry regiments were contin­ 
ually passing. 
The smooth streets have also made 
cycling very popular, and tricycles are ex­ 
tensively used for business purposes. The 
broad sidewalks are laid with flagging in 
the center, and between that and the curb­ 
stone are paved with small mosaic-like 
stones that form a smooth surface and are 
easily removed and replaced. Beneath this 
space are laid the gas-pipes. telegraph and 
electric light wires, pneumatic tubes, etc., 
so that in laying or repairing these the 
street pavement is not disturbed. The 
wires of the arc lights, as well as of 
the incandescent, are all carried under the 
ground. 
In Berlin there are not to be seen the 
UDsightly poles that so disfigure the streets 
in American cities. Only the telephone 
wires are carried overhead, running over 
the roofs of the buildings, and these are 
now being put underground in cables as 
far as possible. 
I claim that the dust in the summer is a 
menace, in a measure, to onr prosperity as 
a city, as the mud is in the winter; and 
gravel, such as we have used, produces 
dust. In proof of this assertion witness M 
street, from Front to Tenth, after a few 
days of dry weather and the fact will be 
demonstrated beyond doubt. Asphalt or 
bituminous rock' pavemen’8 have been 
proven to be the cleanest, neatest, most 
substantial, and in the end the cheapest of 
any pavement used.Chas.

the stop-cccks in the yards of the neigh­ 
borhood a stream of mud was shot through 
the hose against the building, but gradu 
aliy the volume of water was increased 
until the mud was disposed of and a good 
stream got to play on the flames. It was 
too late, however, to save the house, and 
the fire had also communicated with an 
adjoining building, which was badly dam ­ 
aged. 
The house in which the fire originated 
was occupied by a family named Gray, 
most of whose furniture was destroyed. 
There was some insurance on it, however. 
The other house was unoccupied, and the 
damage to it was covered by insurance. 
An employe of the W aterworks is cred­ 
ited with the statement that the pipes were 
not frequently flashed because of the strain 
that operation entailed upon the pumping 
machinery. One thing is certain—so long 
as the city has to depend on river watpr, so 
heavily charged with sediment, the Water­ 
works machinery mnst be kept eqnal to 
the task cf flushing the water-pipes. When 
it tails to do that, it ceases to perform the 
work expected ot it aud for which it was 
erected. It will not do to leave the city at 
the mercy of fires, on the ground that the 
pump3 cannot be allowed to keep the pipes 
flushed. 
If the city had clear mountain 
water, such a contingency could not arise; 
but it does not enjoy that blessing, hence 
the necessity of maintaining a svstem of 
pumps that will not only be equal to the 
task of supplying the people with drinking 
water, but also of flushing the pipes so 
often that they cannot become clogged with 
mud. 
It is a little unfortunate, perhaps, that 
fires are liable to occur at times during and 
immediately following our frequent local 
political upheavals, which ate hable to dis­ 
tract the minds of those instructed with the 
duty of keeping the pump3 and machinery 
in constant readtu eS 3 for such emergencies. 


An Evil th at May Some Day Result in 
G reat Iaiss to the City.

THE CITY DEBT. 
Conundrum s T hat Iutelligent Citizens 
Cannot See Through. 
There was quite a spirited meeting of 
citizens held last evening at the Board of 
Trade rooms to consider certain proposi­ 
tions that have been advanced looking to 
the city obtaining the use of a portion of 
the money in the hands of the Funded 
Debt Commission. Senator Dray presided, 
and there were present Mayor Comstock. 
Trustee McLaughlin, H. O. Beatty. A. P. 
Catlin, Clinton L. \Vhite, City Treasurer 
Gerber, Frank Miller, V. S. McClatchy. B 
U. Steinman, G.M. Motr, S. S. South worth! 
C. E. Grunskv, Dr. W . A. Briggs, D. A. 
Lindley and Adolph Heilbron. 
' 
The condition cf the bonded debt was in­ 
formally discussed for a while, when a mo­ 
tion was carried requesting certain gentle­ 
men who had definite propositions or plans 
to submit to present the same. 
Mr. Gerber said that he differed from 
Commissioner Beatty in this—that the lat­ 
ter regarded the Funded Debt Commission 
as an outside party, just like any other 
creditor of the city, wnile he (Gerber) con­ 
sidered it a member of tbe municipal fam­ 
ily. As such, he thought it should use its 
means and powers to aid the city. He be­ 
lieved it the duty of the Commission to 
loan its money, as the city might reap a 
present benefit therefrom, and in the end 
have no more to pay than under the pres­ 
ent plan. He spoke at some length, urg­ 
ing that the Commission sDouid come to 
the rescue of the city and leave the bond 
market for a while. 
Commissione Beatty said that his plan 
was simple enough, while that of Mr. 
Gerber was simply impossible. The Com­ 
mission could not lend a doilat of its money 
except on bonds voted by the people. It 
had an express duty to perform, and that 
wes to wipe out the existing debt. His 
plan was for the Trustees to increase the 
liquor licenses $60,000 a year, making the 
revenue from that source" $100.000. TheD 
next year give the Commission the pro­ 
ceeds of a 35 per cent, tax with which to 
purchase bonds. This would bring it in 
about $50,000 a year. The Commission 
could loan the city (on new bonds to be 
voted) $100,000. This plan would give the 
citv plenty of ready money, would enable 
the Commission to stay iñ the bond m ar­ 
ket. and would reduce taxation to two cents 
on the dollar. He had no doubt the peo­ 
ple were now prepared to vote for high 
license, but as the liquor men would op­ 
pose it, they might defeat the proposition 
to issue new bonds, which was a necessary 
part of the plan. Wherefore, he thought 
the Trustees should themselves raise the 
license, as they had the power to do so. 
At the end of five vears, he said, the 
present debt of $1,500,000 would be paid— 
or the $700 000 now remaining of it—the city 
would be vastly improved, taxes would be 
reduced to two cents on the dollar and the 
city would owe simply the $360,000 new 
debt created. 
Mr. Beatty said that bondholders Meyer 
and Davis want to drive the Commission 
out of the market, tf’hey want to send the 
bonds down as low as possible—to 25 cems 
on the dollar, even, and then buy ali they 
can get. knowing that in the end 'they will 
get dollar for dollar. They would like to 
see the Commission stop buying bonds: 
but the latter was now drawing down 
$105,000 a year to their $25,000, and if the 
Commission was to quit, as proposed, that 
$105,000 would go to the other bondhold- 
tng creditors of the city. He had suggested 
the license plan to Meyer and Davis, and if 
it were carried out they would be satisfied, 
as it would give them their money; other­ 
wise they threaten to enjoin the"Commis­ 
sion from buying any more bonds and 
keeping up the price. 
Mr. Beatty further declared that the 
Commission had lately bought bonds and 
coupons of 1903 for 95 cents on the dollar 
that would in the end save the city more 
than 50 per cent., and explained how that 
result would be achieved. 
The discussion finally become of a desul­ 
tory character and lasted until a late hour, 
and the meeting adjourned, without action, 
until next Thursday evening. 
It looked as though nearly everyone 
present had a different idea" as to what 
could, would, or should be done. One 
gentleman after the adjournment gave 
probably a correct idea of the situation 
when he remarked that “thev didn't any 
of them understand the subject when they 
went there, and knew less about it when 
they had got through talking.”

Several item s have recently appeared in 
relation to waterproofing garments 
" 
tents with alum and sugar of lead. 
Xot 
only w ill that compound waterproof, but 
I am satisfied it tends to prevent the fabric 
becoming rotten. 
Teats w ill frequently 
leak when there is’a hot tire in them, 
heavy fabrics more readily than lighter. 
In 1861 I had a Sibley tent of 12-oz. 
duck in use on the plains and mountains. 
A t the close of that season I had another 
made of 10 oz. duck; both of them would 
leak when there was a hot fire in them, 
commencing three or four feet from the 
g r o u r l 


íü 1S67 or *68, i treated the latter tent 
and a sm all old tent made of drilling, 
w ith six pounds of alum and same amount 
of sugar of lead. 
Those tents have seen 
much service since that tim e, and so far as 
I can see, the fabric is as strong as when 
thus treated, and turns rain as weli. 
I have a large wall tent of 10-inch duck 
w hich would leak sometimes, fire or no 
fire. 
I had it in use in 1S8S, and on one 
occasion, 
when standing broadside to a 
driving rain, it leaked very badly, so 
much so that had it not been for a plenty 
of rubber blahkets on hand, we who occu­ 
pied that side of the tent, would have 
passed an uncomfortable night. 
Last summer I treated the latter tent 
w ith five pounds alum and six pounds 
sugar of lead, putting the tent 
iuto the 
liquid when hot, letting the tent lay in soak 
two or three days. 
Last fall I had that 
tent in use, the same side exposed to driv­ 
ing rains, and it did not leak. 
Tents thus treated let the ligh t through 
the fabric more readily than when not 
thus treated. 
There is a marked eflect in 
that regard.—Forest and Stream,

•war.

Ten thousand of 
our brave boys fallen and the army driven 
back. 
I read all about it aloud to her and 
it made us both very solemn. 
Presently 
the tears came into my eyes and then into 
hers. 
She laid her hand on my knee and 
said : 
‘‘The tim e has come for you to go, 
my boy. 
I give you to my country!” 
It may sound stilted to repeat these words 
now, especially in the ears of a younger 
generation, but to the memories of tens 
of thousands of gray-haired men they will 
bring back a scene of sacrifice and part­ 
ing—'¡h, so cr.tel! 
I enlisted the very next day. 
Before I 
left my m other she asked me to pledge her 
my word of honor I would never taste a 
drop of intoxicating liquor. 
I gave the 
promise. 
In two days m o re l was dressed 
m blue and belonged to Uncle Sam. 
I had not been very long in the service 
before I had trouble about my promise not 
to drink. 
W e were in a highly m alarial 
country in N orth C arolina, and our force J 
was about equally divided between those 
whose blood seemed to be turning to ice— 
those who were shaking with the chills— 
and those who were burning with fever. 
O ur regiment, though in this condition, 
was performing the arduous and im portant 
work of picket duty, and every man of us 
had to be kept “braced” artificially. 
A 
tonic, heavy with the fumes of alcohol, was 
served one morning, each man being ordered 
to drink it. 
W hen the sergeant poked it 
at me I refused to drink it and began to 
tell him about my temperance principles. 
“Silence!” he bellowed. 
“Swallow this 
at once, or I’ll have you tied up hv the 
thum bs till you beg for i t !” 
1 to!d him he m i^ht do as he pleased 
about that, but I had given my word of 
honor and I couldn’t break it. 
H e Hashed 
out an order to have me tied up and strode 
on witli vast contempt. 
The corporal with whom I had been left 
was one of the most brutal human beings I 
ever met. 
H e was an Englishm an and had 
seen service in India, where, it appears, the 
officers amused themselves llogging the 
men. 
.Reynolds had scars all over his 
hodv where he had been flogged and 
stabbed and shot, and there was nothing 
he enjoyed so much as to furnish scars to 
other people.

“Now my little saint,” he said, “I’ll be 
around in half an hour and we’ll see how 
you feel then.” 
If any old soldier who reads this was 
ever punished in this way, he knows what 
1 suffered in that half hour, but no one 
pbse ever will. 
1 can quote in words no 
idea of the agony of hanging there. 
It 
seemed a week, and I believe 1 was nearly 
unconscious, when the corporal came witii 
a cup of water and threw it in my face.

I gas;>ed. 
“N ary a let down till you ask for the 
rum. 
Perhaps in another half hour you’ll 
want it more’n you do now,” and he turned 
to walk away. 
I could endure no more. 
Perhaps I 
wasn't heroic enough for a first-class m ar­ 
tyr, but I had to give in. 
I feebly called 
him back. 
“ Please let me have it, corporal, and let 
me dow n!” 
He stood off and leered at me and said, 
“ W hv, wot would mamma say?” 
H ov I should have liked to kill him ! 
But 1 could onlv wish. 
H e gave the rope 
a twist, and I fell in a heap on the 
ground. 
Then he fetched a glass of 
whisky and poured it down my throat. 
A'.iout halt a mile from camp there lived 
an old couple who had been free before 
the war. 
They had a comfortable cabin 
and a few acres of land th at they culti­ 
vated, and seemed to be living well on 
th eir little farm. 
They went by the names of “Simon” 
and “Chloe.” and were well known to all 
of us, as we often employed them to do 
our washing. 
The old man would come

“ W hat sort of liquor is it. Chloe ? 
And 
how did you come by it ?” 
The rules for­ 
bidding anyone to supply the darkies 
with intoxicating liquors were very strict. 
“Fs had dis jug o’ likker mos’ twen’y 
year, young marser,” she replied. 
“ I 
keeps it to put my t>o’ old feet in when 
dey gets bad. 
And Marser Taylor, him 
as keeps de tavern in town, has allers 
knowed me since I was a piccaninny, an’ 
he let* me have a pint to put in de jug 
when I wants it, 'kase he knows I nebber 
drinks it. 
I nebber gets the same kind 
twice runnin’, f<?’ it better to mix ’em. 
Sometimes it’s whisky an’ sometimes ap­ 
plejack, and onct when I done got plenty 
ob money 1 buy a quart oh de be?' brandy. 
I makes it a pint to allers keep di« ole jug 
full fo’ my po’ feet, and I t’ink de more 1 
mixes ’em, de better it b e : I s;>ecs deres 
mo’ ’n a dozen kinds ob liquor in dis yere 
ole jug.”

As Chloe finished her explanation, she 
wiped her feet, and hobbling to a cup­ 
board, she took a funnel made from a 
gourd, and carefully poured the compound 
from the tub back into the jug, and car­ 
ried it out of the room. 
She returned in 
a few moments, saying:

Albemarle, then 
lving 
at Plym outh, was to have co-operateci by 
coming down the Pamlico sound and 
up to Newberne, destroying f u r gunboats 
and batteries, while the land force a t­ 
tacked us in front. 
These plans m ight 
have succeeded but for gallant Lieutenant 
Cushing, who sent tire ram to the bottom 
on the very night she was to have started. 
Our new Captain was a very tender­ 
hearted man. 
Reynolds 
and .Sheehan 
begged so pitifully that lie punished them 
lightly. 
They were reduced to the ranks 
and tied up by the thumb- for one hour. 
My revenge was sufficient, but there was 
more to come. 
Meanwhile, Simon and C’nloe had re­ 
turned to their cabin, and the morning 
after they got hack, which was the day 
after Reynolds had lieeu tied up.

No scout in the Indian T erritory is bet­ 
ter known than “Comanche Jac k ;” no 
D eputy M arshal is more feared by the 
Territory desperado than Jo h n Stillwell. 
The individual answering to either of 
these names, the latter given him iu youth, 
the former achieved by a life of daring and 
years of residence in the land of the hos­ 
tile Comanche, is a striking figure. 
H e 
has just turned 50, and tim e has sprinkled 
w ith gray the black hair that curls over 
his large, well-formed head. 
Exposure 
has bronzed his fat, chubby face until it is 
almost as dark as an Indian’s.

There is not a desperado in the Territory 
but knows this to be true, and dreads the 
day when Jack gets on his trail. 
H e | 
knows th at the deputy will have him, dead j 
or alive, unless the old man liim -elf is 
killed.

Do vou know 
him ?”

' 
“Know him ? 
W ell, I should say so,” 
replied Jack, with an oath, “and Í will 
shake with you, stranger. 
Between us 
both we can ‘do’ him .” 
They spread their blankets side by side 
on the floor of the cabin, and, at the 
M exican’s request, Jack gave a description 
of the hated deputy which would have 
ruined a saint’s reputation for truth.

They both lay down again, and were 
soon 
apparently asleep. 
Again 
Jack 
rolled over the Mexican, and when the 
latter awoke he found him self handcuffed. 
“W ell, stranger, you are a 
of a 
fellow to roll in your sleep,” said the 
desperado, still game, “ W hat be your 
name, anyhow?” 
“Jack Stillwell,” was the cool reply. 
The desperado, seeing that he had been 
cleverly caught, and knowing th at resist­ 
ance was useless, was hurried of to Fort 
Reno. 
H e was tried at Fort Sm ith, Ark , 
at the following term of the United States 
D istrict Court, convicted and hanged. 
How many arrests Stillw ell has made in 
his lifetime he pretends not to know. 
But 
seventeen men he has sent to their death 
by the haDgman's noose. 
Thirty-one, it is 
said, he has killed. 
Even in th at wild 
country, where men who have killed “their 
m an” are not a few, he is pointed out to 
stiangers with a feeling of mingled awe 
and respect. 
H e never sjieaks of him self 
except when he has been drinking too 
freely. 
Then he will tell, in a way pecul­ 
iarly his own, how some one met his death 
through his assistance. 
In the northern part of the Territory 
there operated about five years ago a rno-t 
notorious gang of desperadoes, headed by 
the W ade brothers and called the W ade 
gang. 
M a a v thefts and murders were laid 
to their credit. 
Jack, with a trusted party 
of men, detem uned to break them up. A- 
a result of this raid Bob W ade was, in 
Septemtier, 1880, brought !>efore Judge ( ’. 
G. Foster, of the United States Court of 
the District of Kansas, found guilty and 
sent to the penitentiary. 
H is brother 
sought refuge in the wilds of the Missouri 
mountains, and the members of the gang, 
with a few exceptions, were arrested the 
following year and either sent to the peni­ 
tentiary or driven out of the Territory. 
Those who did remain knew th at a price 
was set upon their heads, ami were deter­ 
mined to sell their lives dearly. 
< >ne day in the spring of 1888, as Jack 
was riding from Fort Reno to Kingfisher, 
he saw along the trail, far before him, a 
horseman. 
As the two men approached 
each other the deputy recognized Gray, a 
memliei of the W ade gang, who had sworn 
to kill him if ever they met. 
It was a 
beautiful day, the sun shone bright, and 
the air had that j>eculiar clearness and 
buoyancy th at add a zest to existence.

Titere were

to “draw” at the least sign from the other. 
They were w ithin five feet of each other, 
when there was a flash of light, a report 
and the desperado dropped from his saddle. 
Jack rode on and to the first man he met 
he said, “There’s a dead man lying back 
there on the trail.” 


j a c k ’s l i f e r o m a n c e. 
Jack ’s home is at Fort Reno, in the 
Cheyenne nation. 
It is as modest as the 
man himself. 
H e is food of good dogs, 
and has around him as many as he can se­ 
cure. 
He never was married, and the 
reason is said to be the key to his rom antic 
career. W hen a young man lie fell deeplv 
in love with th e comely daughter of an 
old pioneer. 
The father had other plans 


for h e r, and sh e m arried, in accordance 
with his wish,41 man who afterwards be­ 
came prominent in public life. Jack never 
forgot her, and persons who have at times 
unexpectedly come upon him in his cabin 
have seeu him gazing tenderly upon a face 
in a small locket, which h e would hastily 
conceal when surprised. 
Through all of 
his years of hardship that girlish face has 
been the one sweet memory which lig h t­ 
ened up his adventurous life. 
H is whole life has been spent upon the 
plains, and his long residence with the In ­ 
dians has made him fam iliar w ith their 
languages aud customs. 
H e is thus a most 
valuable man to the troops. 
The act 
th at first brought him into prominence 
was breaking through the lines of Chey­ 
ennes th at hemmed in a party of soldiers 
in the quicksands of the Arkansas Valley. 
Stillwell ran a distance of twenty miles, 
pursued by Indians, to Fort Dodge, and 
guiding back reinforcements, rescued the 
soldiers when, through hunger and want 
of amm unition, they were about to fall into 
the hands of the red men. 
From that 
time he became one of the most trusted 
scouts, and was often called upon to settle 
difficulties between settlers aud hostile 
tribes. 
The Indians look upon him as their 
protector, aud when he comes to W ichita 
to attend the yearly sessions of the U. S. 
D istrict Court lie is usually followed about 
the streets by Indians in their prim itive 
costumes. 
Jack's opinion of his charges, 
however, are not very high, for he looks 
upon them as a lot of thieving, ditty, lazy 
scamps. 
The attendance upon the U. S. Court is 
considered by him, as by most of the other 
attendants from the Territory, as a season 
of amusement and festivity.

On the occasion of the session in 18S9, 
Jack was introduced to a Mr. Bradshaw, 
a wealthy young Englishman, who ex­ 
pressed a desire to make his acquaintance.

“don’t you come. 
Let me give you a 
pointer; if you do come, don't think you 
can ride anything th at’s got hair on, for 
things do buck down that way all-fired 
sometimes.”

Of all the characters I have met during 
my experience, 
especially 
among 
the 
rough, picturesque characters of infant 
W estern civilization, this man Stillwell is 
the most striking in his peculiarities. 
Under his rough exterior beats a heart as 
tender as a woman’s. 
A lion in anger, he 
is generous and forgiving when he looks 
at things in the light of his homely ph i­ 
losophy. 
H e even forgave a cowboy who 
nearly perforated his head one time. 
The 
cowboy was drunk, and Jack let him off' 
with a solemn lecture on the virtues of 
temperance when he was sober, and sent 
him away full of contrition. 
• 
But there is an impassable gulf between 
him and old Ben Clark, a character who 
for border daring is equally as well known 
as Stillwell himself. 
The two were friends 
W ore the incident took place, and w hat 
was it, after all? 
A t W ichita, during a session of Court, 
Jack sent a hotel bell-boy out for some­ 
thing to drink, telling him to bring it 
quietly up to his room. At the same hotel 
Clark was stopping. The two days th at he 
had spent in civilization had swallowed up 
his last penny and left him very thirsty. 
As he walkeil restlessly through the lobby 
of the hotel, wondering how he could get 
a drink, he saw the colored boy return and 
go up to Jack’s room.

M r.Stillw ell was an In ju n ,’deed I didn’t,” 
said the trembling darky. 
He slipped back to the room, aud find­ 
ing Stillwell asleep, had no difficulty in 
carrying off’ the uncorked bottle and tu rn ­ 
ing it over to Clark. 
In about an hour 
afterwards Jack awoke, and at not finding j 
the 
whisky, rang 
the bell 
savagely. 
“W here is th e whisky ?” he savagely in­ 
quired. 
“ I ain’t got it, sah,” was the scared re- 
plv. 
“\\ here is the money, then?” 
“That is—is gone, too, sah.” 
“ W hat ?” yelled Stillwell, leaping out 
of bed.

The hanging of a United States prisoner 
is another 
im portant 
affair to

Many of the condemned men are arrests 
that he has made, and so his sensitive na­ 
ture must be well fortified with rum to 
withstand the ordeal, 
lie claims th at he 
never wants to assist in a hanging, but 
tiiat he is always urged into springing the 
trap. 
Lee Mosier, a bov who had l*een sen­ 
tenced to I>e hanged by Judge Foster for 
the m urder of an old man in the Indian 
Territory, about sixteen miles south of 
Anthony, Ka-.. in May, 188(1, was led out 
of the Sedgwick county, Kas., jail to a 
board inclosure for the execution of the 
sentence of death, one February morning 
iu 18S7. 
W ithout the least show of fear 
lie marched up the steps aud stood upon 


the trap. 
Jack, nervous and fussy, with 
one hand on the lever and the other 
touching the youth’s back, was uttering in 
his most tender tones his famous remark: 
“Now be a good boy, be a good boy.” 
Toward the immense crowd th at sur­ 
rounded the death pea a me-sengtr sp- 
peared, running at full s¡>ee<l aud waving 
over his head a large envelope.
